Can the Church Afford Such a Blunder? 


HEN a business enterprise fails to 
W prosper, the men upon whom falls 
the responsibility of its manage- 
ment begin to investigate to see what 
is the trouble. If it be due to care- 
lessness on the part of employees, they are 
immediately called to account for the same; 
if the failure be due to disregard for the 
directions of the management, at once “a 
jacking up” is given, and the men who have 
lacked respect for authority are displaced 
and other men who may be depended upon 
are engaged. In this way the enterprise 
is given another chance to make good— 
to regain its losses and to come to prosper- 
ity. That is the common sense of efficiency 
and must be commended by all men who 
think and act according to wisdom. 


We are thinking of another great enter- 
prise in which signs of stinted growth are 
appearing and people are numerous who 
are asking, “What is the trouble; why is 
not a healthy growth maintained?” Of 
course, we refer to the visible organization 
of the Church of Jesus Christ. A few years 
ago if a man dared to speak of these things 
he was considered a man with a disordered 
stomach—as seeing things entirely out of 
their right relations, but to-day you find 
few men who are really noted for common- 
sense who do not talk it right out and with- 
out hesitation that the Church is not as 
prosperous as it should be, is not reaching 
and winning the masses to Christ and 
training them for work in the service of 
God. It is admitted generally, if we are 
not mistaken, that this,is a day of clouds 
and shadows for the life of the Church. 

If this be half true, permit us to inquire: 
Is it not time that some one is asking for 
the cause? Ought not the first business of 
every friend of the Church to be to make 
diligent enquiry into the cause of this lack 
of vitality, this lack of spiritual thrift, this 
lack of vigor in the prosecution of the work 
of the kingdom? Never mind about the- 
ories and speculations, about conditions and 
the new order of things in our day. Let 
us get down to business and face the issue 
squarely. What is the trouble? Why is not 
the Church vigorous with divine power? 
Why does she not reach the hearts of men 
and women and turn them unto God for 
life in Jesus Christ? It is only occasionally 
now that we hear of a great and far-reach- 
ing revival. The energies of the Church 
seem atrophied—a thing of the past along 
truly spiritual lines. There can be no doubt 
that there was never greater activity on the 
part of the Church in the direction of a 
semi-secular life—in money-making and 
money-getting; in the way of entertain- 
ments, suppers, theatricals, and planning 
and “having a good time” in a semi-worldly 
fashion, but it is still true that spiritual 
inactivity on the part of the Church is 
handicapping the success of her mission to 
the world, practically tying her hands and 
making her lift a failure in so far as it is a 





matter of winning men to Christ. Natural- 
ly we are beginning to ask, and none too 
soon, we think, “What is the matter with 
the life and activity of the Church in 
dealing, or attempting to deal, with the 
Christ, the Church for which Christ gave 
Himself that He might present it to Him- 
self a glorious Church, not having a spot 
or wrinkle, or any such thing? 

We are ready to answer that question, in 
part at least. The Church seems to be drift- 
ing in a bad way because she is largely dis- 
regarding the authority and the leadings of 
her great Executive, the Holy Spirit. We 
have come to a day in the life of the Church 
when little direct attention is given to the 
office and work of the Holy Spirit. The 
charge is a serious one, but who can dis- 
prove it? Is it not a rare thing to-day 
to hear a sermon distinctly on the office 
and work of the Holy Spirit? When have 
you heard such a sermon? Is it not true 
that many ministers and church members 
are rarely ever heard to acknowledge 
their dependence upon the Spirit? Is not 
the Church in this way slighting (disre- 
garding) the Spirit? Does not such slight- 
ing of the Spirit grieve Him even to the 
point of withdrawal in a large degree? 
And if the Spirit be withdrawn largely 
from the life and activity of the Church, 
is that not a sufficient reason for the pres- 
ent decline in the Church as a soul-saving 
institution? 

Is this a pessimistic view merely, or is it 
real? Are there facts to sustain this view? 
If so, what are they? Let us be candid 
to admit the truth. We sat recently under 
the instruction of one of our leading men. 
He was teaching his people a lesson on 
Intercession as a Means of Fruitfulness on 
the part of the Church. He made not one ref- 
erence to the work of the power of the 
Spirit in the intercessory life of the Church 
(See Rom. 8:27). In fact, if we are not 
mistaken, he did not even mention the name 
of the Spirit, or in any way acknowledge 
His presence and power in the life and 
activities of the Church. He did one time 
refer to the impelling power in personal 
work. Some one asked him if that was not 
divine power. He answered promptly, 
“No!” He seemed to rank it as the power 
of the will of the individual. On this point 
he was not clear. 


We have listened to a great body of min- 
isters discuss the problems of the pastor 
for hours, and not a word of distinct em- 
phasis was laid upon the light and power 
of the Spirit. Only a few weeks ago a 
great body of leaders in the work of the 
Church assembled in a distant city to con- 
sider some of the most vital questions con- 
nected with the mission of the Church. In 
their deliberations so little recognition of the 
Spirit was given, at least outwardly, that 
one of the number felt that he could no 
longer bear the thought of such neglect on 
their part and moved to have some member 


of the body deliver an address to them on 
the office and work of the Holy Spirit, at 
least that in substance, but the body there 
assembled deliberately let the proposition 
go by default, and no effort was made to 
honor the Spirit in the meeting there as- 
sembled. Can such a thing be merely in- 
cidental? Can it be that all of these men 
were in full sympathy with the thought that 
the Church is dependent upon the work of 
the Holy Spirit in order to teach and win 
men to Christ? We ask openly, Brethren, 
is there not a serious lack in this direction 
to-day on the part of both the ministry and 
the Church? Are we not coming to the 
place in our life and service where we are 
depending upon ourselves for success? Is 
not this the reason for this seeming dis- 
position to ignore the presence and power 
of the Spirit in our lives and in the life and 
service of the Church? If so, is not this 
a big blunder? And ought it not to be cor- 
rected and that speedily? What is the out- 
look for the future of the Church as a spir- 
itual agency, if this tendency is permitted 
to continue? Are we not truly slighting 
the great Executive of the Church? 


But may we ask: “What is it that we 
need to have the Spirit do for the Church 
to-day?” The Church (her members and 
her ministers) need to be filled with the 
Spirit for life, power, light, influence, and 
effective service, for a holy unction, for 
real tenderness, that we may reach the un- 
saved, for enrichment of heart and mind 
and life that we may have power to sway 
men for truth and righteousness. The 
Spirit convicts of sin, reproves the con- 
science and the will, stirs up the emotions, 
and moves us to seek to win men and wom- 
en from a life of sin to a life of righteous- 
ness in Christ. Is it any wonder then, 
brethren, if the Spirit has been grieved to 
the point of largely withdrawing His pres- 
ence and gifts from the Church because of 
disrespect shown toward Him and His 
work? Is it any wonder then that there is 
a decline in the life and power of the 
Church, in its vigor and thrift, in its spir- 
ituality and in its sway over the hearts and 
minds of men? 

If these things are even half true, is it 
any wonder that the Church is declining in 
spiritual vigor and power over the people? 
She is flourishing in the worldly phases of 
organization, but not in her spiritual de- 
velopment and power. Shall we let it thus 
continue? Would it not be the blunder of 
blunders on the part of the Church of 
Christ and her ministers thus to try to do 
the work given it of God? Shall we not 
stop and seek a Pentecostal outpouring of 
the Spirit? 


AN UNQUALIFIED CONDITION 


Perhaps there never was a day in the 
history of Christianity when so much stress 
was laid upon service as now. Is it not 
also true that there was never a day in 
the history of Christianity when there was 
so little stress publicly laid upon the one

unqualitied condition of successful Chris- 
tian service as now? Do you ask, “What 
is that one unqualified condition?” It is 
entire dependence upon Jesus Christ, not 
so much entire dependence upon Him to do 
the work as it is entire dependence upon 
Him to make our work effective. We hear 
now of service, service, service, but when 
have you heard a sermon from the pulpit on 
John 15: 5:—‘*Without me ye can do noth- 
ing?” Those are the words of Jesus Him- 
self, and as we understand them, there can 
be no mistaking the meaning. He meant 
beyond all question, as we see it, to impress 
His disciples with the thought that they 
labor in vain, if they labor without His 
presence, His favor, and His power, and 
we believe that is the truth. That is most 
likely one of the great reasons why we are 
having so much work done to-day, formally 
in His name, and yet get so little results 
from our labors in the shape of real gain 
in the Christian life and real fruitage in 
Christian effort. In the mad rush of this 
day to do something that is great (?) we 
seemingly have come to the conclusion that 
man is amply able to do the work to which 
he is called, regardless of the relationship 
he sustains to his Master. This is not a 
new thing in the history of Christianity— 
it is rather a repetition of things which 
came to pass in other days. Jesus Himself 
tells of the work of those days when He 
charged that men were worshiping Him 
with their mouths while their hearts were 
far from Him (Matt. 15: 7-9). 

With Christ fully enthroned in the heart, 
any ordinary man can be quickly enlisted 
in the Lord’s work, and according to his 
talents and opportunities, you can get his 
best service. But with a mere profession, 
in the absence of true possession, you may 
get the work of a certain kind, but you will 
fail in the fruitage that should come from 
real Christian service. Mere form cannot 
of itself work the works of God. Life and 
power must accompany both form and 
work, or results will be most unsatisfactory 
and very unfruitful. Beloved, it is time 
that we were bringing ourselves to realize 
the fact that apart from Jesus Christ we 
can do nothing that will bring forth true 
Christian fruitage. We may work and 
work and work, but we shall see little fruit- 
age from our labors, except possibly the 
glare of trumpets and the display of hu- 
man effort. We can do nothing apart from 
Christ and the Holy Spirit. 


“POST MORTEM SALVATION” 

As our readers may recall, a few weeks 
ago we gave some account of a new de- 
parture in so-called Christian faith, orig- 
inating seemingly in war-struck England. 

The subject is also editorially discussed 
in a recent issue of The Western Recorder 
as follows, under the heading given above: 

Rev. J. D. Jones, a Congregational min- 
ister of England, declares that those killed 
on the battle-field, if not saved prior to 
death, will be given another chance in the 
sweet by and by. We presume this figment 
of fancy is intended to help along the re- 
cruiting of the impenitent. Certainly, this 
inventive ecclesiastic should be rewarded in 
some way by hit government, as it is quite 
sure that he wi. receive the just recom- 
pense of his iniquity in the world to come, 
unless perchance he shall repent and turn 
unto the Lord. 


THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY 


Our good friend, the editor of THE HEr- 
ALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, in an admirable 
editorial, quotes The Christian Century, of 
Chicago, in this connection, as saying: 

“But when enlistment in the war is ideal- 
ized end glorified, as it must be in order 
to gain recruits, there is bound to go with 
it some assurance, that death in battle shall 
not fling the heroic non-Christian into an 
eternity of separation from God—that is, in 
hell. If his devotion to country is not of 
itself sufficient to win the rewards of grace, 
it must at least be sufficient to guarantee 
another chance to accept or reject the divine 
mercy.” 

If this deliverance emanated from any 
other place than Chicago, we might be just 
a little surprised. As it is, we are not sure 
whether the editor of The Christian Cen- 
tury took a course in the Divinity School 
of the Chicago University, or whether the 
divinity school took a course from him. 
Evidently, there has been a taking, by 
somebody, from some source, other than 
the Bible. We could hope, for the sake of 
Rev. J. D. Jones, that there might be a 
post-mortem salvation. 


THE INEVITABLE IS COMING 
Gov. Bilbo, of Mississippi, is quoted as 
having but recently said in a public address 
this as to the future of the Prohibition 
movement: ? 


The millions of men and women behind 
this great movement will soon make it one 
of the dominant issues in the nation’s polit- 
ical contests, and before another decade, 
the great Republic will be committed to 
National Prohibition through our Federal 
Congress. For, as sure as the sun rises 
from day to day, this God-blessed cause is 
steadily marching toward the goal of the 
National Constitutional prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. The tide has set in and it 
could no more be turned back than the 
Mississippi River could be turned back and 
made to run the other way. That no ques- 
tion is ever settled until it is settled right, 
is a truism as old as time, and as applicable 
to this question as to any question ever 
before the human race for settlement.

Think of a meeting with the old-time power 
of the Holy Spirit so manifested, and it 
may induce you to wish you could be in 
such a meeting. God bless Bro. Bickford 
and his colaborers—may the good work go 
on, and spread from one heart to another, 
and from one community to another, till 
the Church is a mighty army, marching un- 
der the blood-stained banner of the Cross 
to victory. 


*** The Church is both inclusive and ex- 
clusive. It includes all true Christians, 
whether in the membership or not, and it 
excludes all who are not saved, even though 
they may have made a great profession.—P. 
That is truth. We wish all of the unsaved 
in the church membership could get that 
idea deeply fixed in their minds. A man 
or a woman can be a member of a church, 
but if such an one has not repented and 
believed on the Lord Jesus Christ with sav- 
ing faith, he is not in the true Church of 
Christ, and the minister who encourages 
him to feel that he is safe in such a pro- 
fession is himself in great danger. Lead- 
ing another into error, or leaving one in 
error, when you know better, is a dangerous 
experiment. A mere profession of faith is 
nothing unless the faith is what is known 
as saving faith—what Paul called believing 
with the heart unto righteousness. Let us 
be careful not to be blind leaders of the 
blind. 


*** Did you ever feel like this? A min- 
ister of the gospel who has devoted his life 
to preaching the gospel, the gospel, not 
something else, writes us as follows: “In- 
deed, I feel like I never have been anything 
but a boy—I feel like I never have accom- 
plished anything worth mentioning, so far 
as I know, and yet I do hope my life has 
not been entirely a failure. So far as I 
can see for myself, it looks as if the world 
would have been as well, or better off, had 
I never lived. I have been continually try- 
ing to please the Lord since I was thirteen 
years old, and yet it seems to me that I 
have caused trouble, more trouble than 
pleasure or profit. I have never beer «ble to 
please the people, not even professing 
Christians, certainly not many of them. I 
try to preach the whole truth, but that does 
not give satisfaction, so I expect to live and 
die in a real spiritual warfare—J. Better 
live and die in a spiritual warfare than to 
be at ease in Zion. Do not be discouraged. 
The bigger the battle, the bigger will be 
the victory, when gained. 


*** T am glad you took up the ques- 
tion of feet-washing, for we have people 
here who believe in it. An ordinance points 
back to some act or event. Baptism points 
back to our conversion, making a public 
confession of the fact. The Lord’s Supper 
points back to the suffering of Christ and 
to His shed blood. History tells us nothing 
of the practice of feet-washing in the early 
Church, as an ordinance. Some one asked 
Rev. C. H. Forney, an ex-editor of The 
Church Advocate, an organ of the Church 
of God (a people who practice feet-wash- 
ing): “If feet-washing is an ordinance in 
the Church, why is it not mentioned in his- 
tory as an ordinance along with baptism, 
and the Lord’s Supper?” His answer was 
indeed significant: ‘We do not know, but 
we accept it as an ordinance in the 
Church.” If one cannot give a reason for 
his faith, it must be because his faith is 


not founded in truth—J. W. H. Brethren, 
be careful to make a stand only when you 
can get a thus saith the Lord to sustain 
you. As an ordinance in the Church, we find 
nothing either in the Scriptures or in the 
early history of Christianity which even 
seems to make feet-washing an ordinance. 


*** Here are some facts which the peo- 
ple of the Christian Church ought to con- 
sider and consider well. It is no time to 
idle as we stand face to face with such a 
condition. It is said that in what we ordi- 
narily call the Northern States there are 
sixty-nine Catholic weekly papers, number- 
ing in circulation 944,462 copies. In the 
same territory there are said to be twelve 
Baptist papers with a circulation of 75,- 
569; four Congregational papers, with a 
circulation of 38,500; four Disciple papers, 
with a circulation of 59,750; seventeen 
Methodist papers, with a circulation of 
350,553; five Presbyterian papers, with a 
circulation of 92,607. These five Protestant 
denominations have forty-two papers with 
a circulation of 616,979, less than two- 
thirds of the number of weekly circulation 
of the Catholic papers. In the Southern 
States there are four Baptist weeklies, with 
a circulation of 185,067; seven Disciple pa- 
pers, with a circulation of 65,750; eighteen 
Methodist papers, with a circulation of 
180,529; five Presbyterian papers, with a 
circulation of 137,898. The totals show 
ihat in the entire country the Catholics 
have sixty-nine papers, with a circulation 
of 1,082,360, and the five Protestant denomi- 
nations have ninety-six weeklies, with a 
circulation of 1,103,566. Not including the 
colored people, the Protestant denomina- 
tions are numbering nearly twice as many 
communicants as the Catholics. The Prot- 
estant peoples need to be more of a read- 
ing people. We must know things, or we 
cannot help them. With so many more peo- 
ple than the Catholics have, we certainly 
ought to have our weekly religious papers 
read by far more than a majority of less 
than twenty-five thousand. Oh, beloved, we 
need to wake up and get busy, if we would 
be more helpful to the people! We have 
enough machinery to look after twice as 
many people as we are serving—think of 
the loss there is in not serving more people, 
when all we lack is to get busy and induce 
the people to take our papers, and put them 
to our best work for the kingdom of Christ. 
Our own HERALD does not get to do half the 
good it could, and would do, if only we could 
get our people to subscribe to it and read 
it. Will you not try to make up for some 
of this deficiency and see that our people 
know more of what we are doing as a 
people for the spread of the gospel and for 
its support? It is the need of the people 
which the Christian Church must seek to 
meet, rather than any mere purpose to get 
ahead of our Catholic people. We use the 
facts above to show that we are not doing 
our part to meet the needs of the people. 
Let us do better and do it quickly. 
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The Greatest Evil Agent in the World 

What can it be? Point it out and surely 
the great mass of the people will at once 
and quickly and earnestly unite their labors 
to destroy its presence! That is what we 
ought to expect, but as a matter of fact, it 
is not so, for we have been trying for many 
years to destroy this agent of evil, but we 
have failed so far, and we have failed be- 
cause the great majority of the people have 
lined up on the side of this giant evil and 
have given it help instead of uniting to pull 
it down and destroy it. It is true that in 
recent years we have won millions of men 
and women to stand against this monster, 
and yet we have not enough to bring to pass 
its destruction. We refer to the giant de- 
stroyer of strong drink as the greatest evil 
now afflicting the American people and per- 
haps the world. People are getting their 
eyes open to the havoc this evil is working 
in human society and they are beginning to 
stand against it, so that now, as never be- 
fore, we are hopeful of destroying the 
liquor business throughout the nation. Al- 
ready a large part of the population of the 
United States is now living under prohibi- 
tion laws, and so effective has been the re- 
straint of prohibition that even now there is 
a great falling off in the quantity of liquors 
consumed. The enemies of prohibition say 
that more liquor is now consumed than be- 
fore prohibition went into effect in so many 
parts of the country. But that is a false 
claim, made to support the falling business 
of the rum traffic. We quote from the 
census of the United States, and that cer- 
tainly ought to be reliable, as follows: In 
1870 the per capita consumption of all in- 
toxicating liquors in the United States was 
7.7 gallons; in 1890 the per capita consump- 
tion was 15.53 gallons, showing an increase 
for the twenty years running from 1870 to 
1890 of a little more than one hundred per 
cent. From 1890 to 1910, if the same rate 
had been maintained, the per capita con- 
sumption of all intoxicating liquors in the 
United States would have shown an in- 
crease from 15.53 to 21.86, or a gain of 
more than forty per cent. Now if the same 
rate of increase had been maintained for 
the twenty years following 1890, as 
was maintained for the twenty years 
preceding that date, the increase in 
the consumption per capita would have 
been 31.06 gallons, but as a matter of 
fact it was only 21.86 gallons, showing 
clearly a decrease of at least a healthy per 
cent., and while that is not so large as it 
ought to be, it is a pretty good beginning 
and a big promise for the future! 


Another Interesting Study 


The effect of prohibition in favor of the 
country’s welfare is a disputed point. The 
liquor men are contending that it does harm 
to business and so to the thrift of the na- 
tion. The prohibitionist contends that pro- 
hibition has been a great blessing to the 
people wherever the law has been enforced. 
In these late days, we have been getting 
reliable figures: bearing on this problem, 
and they are interesting to the prohibition- 
ist, but quite sickening to the liquor dealer. 


Let us see what the facts are: In 1910 the 
number of young people in prohibition 
States, from the ages of 15 to 20, attending 
school was: In the nine prohibition States 
there were 1,849,396 of such young people, 
of whom 710,455 were attending school, or 
38.4 per cent. In the seventeen near prohi- 
bition States the number of young people 
ranging from 15 to 20 years of age was 
3,303,889. The number attending school 
was 1,174,097, or 35.5 per cent. In thirteen 
partially licensed States the number of per- 
sons ranging from 15 to 20 years of age was 
3,248,717. Of these the number attending 
school was 1,039,570, or 32.0 per cent. In 
the ten license States the number of young 
people between the ages of 15 and 20 years 
of age was 2,516,278, and the number at- 
tending school was 609,100, or 26.6 per cent. 
That is a decided showing in favor of the 
fruits of prohibition. The percentage of 
illiterates in the United States, above ten 
years of age and over was as follows: In 
1880 the percentage was 17; in 1890, 13.3; 
in 1900, 10.7 per cent.; in 1910, 7.7. Among 
the 50,989,343 native whites there were 3.0 
per cent. of illiterates; of the 12,944,215 
foreign whites, 12.8 per cent. were illiter- 
ates; of the colored 7,646,712 there was 
30.5 per cent. illiterate. Prohibition is 
moving on, and well it may for the good it 
does. It is one means of saving our nation 
from premature decay. Let us have prohi- 
bition and for the reason that it will be a 
blessing to our whole population. If pro- 
hibition can do for these fifty millions what 
it seemed to do for the young people in the 
prohibition States, surely we ought to give 
them the helping hand of Prohibition. 


Modern Civilization a Tangled Web 


A spider weaves its webb systematically. 
Every thread of it is in place and in the 
place which will do the best service for the 
builder. It does look like men, men of 
learning, might show as much skill in the 
work they do for humanity as the spider 
shows in its labor. But do they? Do we? 
This is accounted the greatest age the 
world has ever seen, especially in the line 
of civilization. We are as a people doing 
great things, and of course we are expect- 
ing great things to come to pass from our 
labors, but are we realizing our expecta- 
tions? Are we getting results such as we 
naturally expect from doing these great 
things? In some directions, Yes. We are 
getting great results from our great labors. 
Still that does not prove the great wisdom 
of the day in which we live. We not only 
need to do great things, but these great 
things should be wisely done. Are the 
American people doing these great things 
wisely? Again we may answer, Yes. In 
some respects, the architects of America’s 
fortune are working with great wisdom, 
but we are not so sure that so much can be 
said of the most important things now be- 
ing done in American life. Intellectually, 
socially, industrially, and commercially we 
are doing great things for the human race, 
but that is not the most important ques- 
tion just here. Are we doing these great 
things wisely—in the way God would have 
us do them? We fear not, and yet we would 


not presume to stand for the correctness of 
that answer. We will do better. Facts 
may give the answer and show the wisdom 
or the unwisdom of our modern life. Let 
not the reader be over anxious to declare 
we are wrong. Let the facts speak and 
when you have grasped the situation, as it 
is, then answer truly and without shirking. 
Facing the facts squarely and intelligently 
we may do much toward setting us right, if 
we are in fact wrong, and the righting of 
wrongs will be the dawning of the day for 
which all good people ought to be laboring. 
Listen to the warning voice of current his- 
tory. We are told that we now have in our 
social fabric 500,000 lunatics, 100,000 
paupers, 80,000 criminals, 90,000 idiots, 
90,000 epileptics. That is almost a million 
of non-producing and expense-incurring 
classes. To support these we are told that 
we are spending annually $100,000,000. 
Not only so, but we are told that these non- 
producing classes are increasing much 
more rapidly than are the sounder parts of 
our great population. But do you ask: 
Ought we not to take care of the feeble 
classes? Certainly, but it would be much 
better if we were wise enough not to have 
these feeble classes. Suppose we might 
live and work so wisely as to turn this great 
mass of feeble humanity into sound and 
robust man- and womanhood, capable of 
taking their places in human society and 
doing the real work of the country, do you 
not see that we should speedily change the 
drift of civilization and mark a new era in 
the life of our nation? But we have not 
reached the most alarming phase of these 
unfortunate tendencies. We are told that 
at this time that one per cent. of the entire 
population of our country is made up of 
mentally weak people, and that defectives 
of other sorts have multiplied so rapidly in 
recent years that not less than ten per cent. 
of the present population of the United 
States must be regarded as so unfit for 
human society that they ought not to be 
allowed to multiply their kind. We are 
also told by these statisticians that out of 
2,500,000 children born each year in our 
country that three hundred thousand of 
them die before they are one year old. Now 
if our modern life will show itself equal to 
the task of doing great things, let us get to 
work to change these conditions and so stop 
our population from filling this stream 
with such a multitude of weak humanity. 

We have practically mastered many 
forms of disease. Sanitation has so ad- 
vanced and wrought such wonders that 
typhoid fever, cholera, malaria, consump- 
tion, and many other of the most destruct- 
ive diseases have either yielded to scien- 
tific treatment, or are giving us much en- 
couragement to look for greater conquests 
over disease in the near future, and yet in 
the face of this most gratifying outlook, 
here we are with ten per cent. of our popu- 
lation mere weaklings, for which fact some 
one is responsible. What is the cause of 
this fearful decline in health and mental 
vigor of population? If you will notice 
closely you may observe that the most 
alarming decline seems to be due to moral 
weakness—lunatics, paupers, and criminals. 
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A lack of morals among the people will con- 
tribute to just such deficiencies. May it 
not be, dear reader, that as a nation we 
have forgotten to take God into our plans 
of modern life—have forgotten to obey Him, 
have forgotten to depend upon Him? We 
have thought so well of our own abilities 
that we have concluded that modern wis- 
dom can do this work of nation-building in 
and by itself. Alas, let us look unto the 
hills, whence cometh our help. 
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A Question Box 


Question—Was Christ’s baptism Christian baptism? 

The Bible speaks of it as John’s baptism, 
meaning of course, John’s way of baptism, 
or baptism as practiced by John. Christian 
baptism we find mentioned in Acts 19: 1-6. 
As to whether both used the same mode or 
not, I cannot say, except as a matter of 
opinion, and that would have no authority. 


Question—Is it proper in the Christian Church, 
where the people have read the Bible and come to 
the conclusion that the Bible. is against dancing, 
social card-playing, using tobacco, supporting the 
licensed liquor traffic, do they have a right, when 
one submits himself for membership, if guilty of 
one, or of all of these sins, to reject such a person? 
Can the minority take such an one in? 


No. A majority vote excluding a person 
for membership, settles the question at 
once, and from that decision there is no 
appeal to any human authority. 


Question—Please tell me what is meant in 1 Peter 
3:19, 20, by Christ’s preaching to the spirits in 
prison. I have heard some ministers say this refers 
to the Gentile nations, and others that it refers to the 
fallen angels. 


We can give but one answer, and be sure 
that we are right, and that is to tell you 
frankly that we do not know what that pas- 
sage means. To say otherwise would be 
simply guessing, and your guess might be 
as good as mine. 


Question—I heard a minister say that he thought 
there was a second chance for people who do not 
seek Christ in this life. 


I do not agree with him. 1 Peter 3:19, 
as a passage to support that idea is very 
uncertain. It is a dangerous doctrine to 
preach, as it may induce many poor souls 
to put off the chance of life everlasting till 
the next world. Then if there be no such 
chance, they are lost. If there were such 
a plan, it seems quite conclusive that Jesus 
would not have left it in doubt. Better 
make all preparation now in this life. The 
Word says: “To-day, hartlen not your 
hearts.” 


Question—What do you think of Christian Science, 
Russellism, the Gift of Tongues, etc. ? 


Well, we like to be charitable toward all 
sincere men, and in fact toward all men, but 
if you wish to know what we believe as to 
Christian Science, Russellism, and the gift 
of tongues, we must say that we have not 
seen anything which encourages the belief 
that these things are of God, and therefore 
the Church has a right to reject from its 
membership, if it wishes to do so, any per- 
son, desiring to come into its fellowship on 
any other foundation than that of Jesus 
Christ, who is the true foundation of the 
Christian faith. The Gifts of Tongues as 


set forth in Acts 2 was of God, but we have 
no assurance that the modern gift of 
tongues, so called, is of the Lord, and there- 
fore we avoid them, just as we do Christian 
Science, Russellism, etc. It is far safer to 
stick to Christ as presented to us in the New 
Testament. 


Question—Do you believe in opening the doors of 
the church for.the reception of members at every 
meeting? If so, why? If not, why? 

If the pastor is spiritually minded you will 
do well to leave to him the matter of open- 
ing the doors of the church for the reception 
of members. We think no fixed rule may 
be made in the way of doing the same thing 
at every service—it might get to be a mere 
formality and then it might come to seem 
a useless thing, especially in case we should 
have a great many “openings” without re- 
sults. Of course, if there is the least possi- 
bility of some person desiring to unite with 
the church, by all means open as often as 
it so seems. 


Question—How may I help to make our Ladies’ 
Aid Society more spiritual? 


Seek yourself to be more spiritually 
minded. As you make progress in that di- 
rection, the Holy Spirit will reveal to you 
how you can most surely help others. Do 
you ask, “But how can I do that?” Give 
yourself as largely as possible to prayer 
and to the study of the Scriptures, and not 
merely to church work, but to Christian 
work, such as visiting the sick, the poor, 
the distressed, the fallen, the needy, the 
tempted, and offer to them what you have 
received of the grace of God. Then just 
as you come into touch with the divine life, 
the Lord will use you to help others. 


Question—What is meant by Hebrews 12: 14? 
That verse reads: 


“Follow peace with all men, and holiness, without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 


If we get the right idea of the meaning of 
that verse it is this: Seek to maintain peace 
with all men as an important feature of the 
Christian life, but make sure to maintain a 
holy life as of the first importance. The 
last clause of the verse shows why it is even 
more important to maintain holiness than 
it is to maintain peace, viz.: If one is not 
holy he shall not see the Lord, and that 
means the loss of all happiness. One cannot 
always maintain peace and be holy, and for 
the reason that men who oppose holiness of 
the true kind must be resisted in the matter 
of maintaining a holy life. Holiness of 
heart and life is the condition on which we 
may see the Lord in peace. 


Question—In your issue for Jan. 27, regarding the 
second coming of Christ, you speak of His coming 
with His Church to reign. Do you believe this reign 
will end in the saving of all of the unrighteous? If 
not, what is meant by His reigning till He has put 
all enemies under His feet? When will be the resur- 
rection of the wicked and their final destruction? 


The millennial reign of Jesus will doubt- 
less end in saving all who turn to Him, 
believing unto repentance and life, but none 
other. The unbelieving and rebellious heart 
will be saved no more in the millennial 
reign than at any other time. The ad- 
vantages of the millennial reign, as I un- 
derstand it, will be, according to Rev. 20, 
that Satan will be bound and cast into the 
bottomless pit, and therefore he will not be

able to follow mén and tempt them as now. 
With temptation out of the way, man can 
turn to God, it would seem, more readily. 
Jesus will reign till all His enemies have 
been subdued. Then He will turn the king- 
dom over to the Father (1 Cor. 15: 24). 
As to when the resurrection of the wicked 
will take place, it is generally supposed it 
will be at the end of the millennial reign 
of Jesus—they will then be resurrected to 
go to judgment. On this point we would 
not dogmatize. We may be mistaken, but 
it seems clear that the righteous will be 
resurrected first. We may not know just 
when this will take place, but two things 
are assured us in the Bible: The wicked 
shall be raised to shame and everlasting 
contempt (Dan. 12:2). And they shall be 
raised unto damnation (John 5: 29). 


Question—Do you consider water baptism essential 
to salvation? If so, why? 


We do not consider water baptism essen- 
tial to salvation in the sense that FAITH is 
essential. Without faith we are told it is 
impossible to please God. If a person were 
to wilfully disregard water baptism, after 
it had been seen as an act of obedience to a 
divine command, we should fear for his sal- 
vation, but more because of his unbelief and 
rebellion against God’s word than because 
he was not baptized. If the Lord reveals 
baptism to you as His command, and then 
you shun it, we believe you would sin in not 
yielding. We cannot say that good men and 
women who have never seen baptism as the 
Lord’s command, except the baptism of the 
Spirit, will be lost for the lack of water bap- 
tism. We hold that every believer owes it 
to himself and to his Lord to study the Bible 
carefully and prayerfully, not only as to 
water baptism, but as to all other questions 
touching the Christian life, and then be obe- 
dient to whatever is revealed to him in a de- 
vout study of the Bible. 


Question—Some teach that one should always kneel 
in prayer. Is there any Bible commandment as to 
posture in prayer? 


At least two postures are named in the 
Bible. First to kneel in prayer seems al- 
ways appropriate. See Psa. 95:6; Dan. 
6:10; Acts 7:60; 20:36; 21:5; Mark 1: 
40; 10:17. Then, standing in prayer is 
spoken of in 1 Sam. 1:26, and perhaps 
other passages. It is always appropriate to 
kneel in prayer, unless there be some phys- 
ical cause for not doing so. As a posture 
in prayer nothing is better than kneeling. 
There is a new posture nowadays, but it 
lacks Scriptural authority, and that is, 
when in the house of God and the preacher 
calls the congregation to prayer, to sit like 
a dummy, with open eyes, looking on as if 
you sought to be amused while the preacher 
prays. We have no sympathy whatever 
with that posture, nor is there any author- 
ity for it except in a hard and sinful heart, 
or a backslidden life. If one has not enough 
respect to assume in the moment of prayer, 
the attitude of prayer, we do not believe he 
has much part in praying. The devout soul 
can pray anywhere, kneeling or standing, 
walking or running, lying down or sitting 
up. But the man who has no respect for 
the posture of prayer when others are pray- 
ing, we think has very little thought of 
prayer.

A High Call to Our Laymen 


Perhaps one of the most prominent needs 
among our people of to-day is that which 
may be met through the stimulant arising 
from personal contact with strong Chris- 
tian characters. Such outstanding person- 
alities, ordinarily, assert themselves only 
as one in many thousands. Being few in 
number, comparatively, we should not ex- 
pect to produce from our communion many 
at a time, and at times it may be not any. 
Interdenominational gatherings only afford 
opportunity for our people to meet and hear 
many such men. Then there is a standing 
need among us to realize the worth abiding 
in Christians of all denominations. In or- 
der not to become creed-bound we must 
know that devotion and sacrifice for Christ, 
our common Lord, dwell in the hearts and 
lives of many of other denominations. In- 
deed, many of the most spiritually minded 
men and women have not only been pro- 
duced from the denominational bodies, but 
have found within them a fruitful field for 
life-long service for Christ and the church. 
These are some reasons for a large attend- 
ance on the part of our men at the great 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement Conven- 
tions being held over the land. 

We hope it may not be egotistical for us 
to reflect upon that enlarging spirit of 
Christian freedom, making the great inter- 
denominational gatherings possible as a 
basic part of the platform of the Christian 
Church as a body. Although others have 
caught glimpses of the beauty of freedom 
and unity, and have, in a measure, incor- 
porated those great principles in their writ- 
ten or unwritten creeds, yet, as an appar- 
ently insignificant body we can rejoice in 
having entertained these doctrines from the 
beginning of our movement. Then, it shoule 
afford the men of the Christian Church 
great pleasure to meet with kindred spirits 
in the laymen’s conventions. 

Who can rightly value the impersonal 
force arising from a large gathering of men? 
In the coming together of hundreds, even 
thousands, of men, a distinct subsconscious 
conviction prevails of power, of aroused 
force. Especially when such gatherings as 
the Laymen’s Conventions occur, do men 
realize the moving of God’s mighty Spirit. 
If for no other reason it would be well 
worth while for every man of the Chris- 
tian Church within reach to attend the 
Laymen’s Conventions in order to obtain the 
inspiration arising from being in the pres- 
ence of a large body of Christian men. 

Although the reasons given above are 
sufficient of themselves, to attract the men 
of Indiana to Indianapolis, February 27 to 
March 1 to attend the great Laymen’s Con- 
vention, yet the impelling reason for at- 
tendance lies in the significance of the title 
of the movement. The convention is for 
laymen; its object is missionary. By the 
term missionary is meant all phases of the 
Christian propaganda. It is pleasing to 
note the scope of subjects to be treated. 
Among them we observe, “American and 
Christian Leadership,” The Meaning of 
Home Missions,” “The Kingdom of God and 
Modern Life,” “The Dedication of Life,” 
“Missions a Necessity,” Relating the Local 
Church to the Kingdom Enterprise.” 
Among the able speakers occur the names 


of Bishops Hartzell of Africa, and Ander- 
son of Ohio; Rev. Agar, M. D., of New 
York; Mr. J. Campbell White, and W. E. 
Doughty, with many others of equal abil- 
ity, no doubt. 

Should one be unable to attend through- 
out the convention, it would be excceding- 
ly profitable to be p-cscnt for such time as 
possible. Is it too much to ask every 
Christian church within the State to be rep- 
resented by its men, all of them possible? 
Let us meet at Indianapolis at the great 
Laymen’s Missionary Convention.

AN OPEN LETTER 


DEAR Dr. BARRETT:—In a day-dream I 
recently saw a copy of the 1915 Revision. 
It is certainly the most up-to-date New 
Testament we have. 1 Cor. 2:2-5 reads 
this way: 

“For I determined to know everything 
among you, save Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified. And I was with you in strength 
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and in boldness and much confidence, for 
my speech and my preaching were in per- 
suasive words of men’s wisdom and not in 
demonstration of the Spirit and of power; 
that your faith should stand in the wisdom 
of men and not in the power of God.” 

In this version the Sunday-school lesson 
of February 6 is most interesting. It tells 
how Peter filled, with the spirit of commer- 
cialism and pleasure, answered the council 
and sent the healed lame man to a stone 
heap with a sledge hammer; how the coun- 
cil commanded the apostles to go out and 
teach and preach in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and how they went out to build roads 
and put up swings in the courts of the 
temples and says that great peace was in 
Jerusalem. 

I suppose some will still be foggy enough 
to cling to that preaching, the first work of 
which is to purify the heart and leave the 
pure heart to adjust all other relations— 
that has changed the most cannibal tribes 
to the most up-to-date in modern civiliza- 
tion. But these must be taught that new 
conditions need a new gospel—a gospel 
which, instead of beginning in the inside 
and working out, begins on the outside and 
works in, and that is social in everything 
but the prayer-meeting. 

This 1915 Revision is from the latest 
manuscripts and when it gets before the 
people it will certainly be an eye-opener to 
many back numbers.

An English divine once said that the 
prophecies of the Bible concerning the Jews, 
taken in connection with their fulfillment, 
not only convinced him of the truth of Scrip- 
ture, but amazed him beyond expression. 
Surely, when we consider that the history 
of this race for more than eighteen cen- 
turies has been unique, the Jews all this 
time, having no country of their own, but 
being scattered among all the nations of the 
earth, yet everywhere preserving their iden- 
tity as a people, we cannot help feeling that 
the argument for the divine inspiration of 
the ancient prophets is remarkably strong. 

And the consideration of the signs of the 
times—the widespread movement among the 
Jews looking to their restoration to Pales- 
tine as a nation, and the possibilities re- 
lating to the outcome of the present great 
war, in which Turkey figures—makes the 
history and future of this once-chosen race 
a subject of more than ordinary interest. 

Said Alexander Keith, in his Evidences of 
Prophecy: “Even with the example of the 
Jews before us, is it likely, or is it credible, 
or who can foretell, that the present in- 
habitants of any country upon earth shall 
be banished into all nations, retain their 
distinctive character, meet with an unpar- 
allelled fate, continue a people, without a 
government, and without a country, yet re- 
main for an indefinite period?....Must not 
the knowledge of such truths be derived 
from that prescience alone which scans alike 
the will and the ways of mortals, the actions 
of future nations, and the history of the 
latest generations?” 
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Paul and the Practical Affairs of the Church

“Paul called to be an apostle!” To the 
early Church this must have been a famil- 
iar phrase. For many times was the great 
missionary to the Gentiles called upon to 
prove the reality of his calling. His was a 
widely-extended ministry. Passing repeat- 
edly through the experience of becoming ac- 
quainted with new problems and new fields, 
called upon frequently to ward off the as- 
saults of bitter enemies, to be sure within 
his own mind of his call to the apostolate 
must surely be a relief and a source of 
strength. 

In addition to his being an apostle, Paul 
was also a trained man of the world and 
an ecclesiastical statesman. In view of 
these facts Paul’s manner of dealing with 
practical affairs will surely be instructive. 
In this paper we shall give a few of the 
cases passed upon by the great apostle. 
These examples may be of service to other 
‘men who are doing a work similar to that 
done by Paul. 


SETTLING A PRIVATE QUARREL e 


Euodias and Syntyche, of the church at 
Phillipi, had become estranged the one from 
the other (Phil. 4: 2). As time passes this 
break had become more complete, until it 
had become publically known. What the 
trouble was, we do not know, but it had at 
last been reported to the great apostle, and 
in his letter to the church he deals tenderly 
with the matter. 

Paul was too wise a soul-physician to go 
into details regarding this private quarrel. 
It was not for him to pass upon the merits 
of the disputants. Both of them were very 
near and dear friends of his. What Paul’s 
private opinion of the quarrel might have 
been is not revealed. The thing that pain- 
ed him most was that Christians should 
quarrel. 

In his letter to the church he appeals to 
the erring ones that they become recon- 
ciled. The question is put upon the basis 
not of selfish interest, but of divine obliga- 
tion. Says he: “I beseech Euodias, and be- 
seech Syntyche, that they be of one mind 
in the Lord.” 

An appeal of this kind would be far more 
effective than if Paul had tried to locate 
blame, sitting on the case like a judge, rath- 
er than appealing to both as a friend that 
they settle their quarrel, because of the fact 
that they have the Spirit of Christ within 
their hearts. 


PAUL AND THE SLAVERY ISSUE 


That the new religion of Christ must re- 
construct the social fabric of the first cen- 
tury soon became apparent to all critical 
observers. And that it would also have 
something to say regarding the slave’s rela- 
tion to his master was also apparent. No 
one more than Paul knew this fact. Going 
from place to place and meeting all classes 
of the population, would soon reveal this 
truth to him. 

In one of his letters he meets this issue. 
Read Philemon. In this letter we are told 
that a worthless slave, Onesimus by name, 
had escaped from his master, Philemon, a 
rich communicant of the church at Colosse. 


In the course of time the slave had drifted 
into the underworld of the city of Rome, 
landing at last in the prison for his crimes. 
Paul was also confined in the same prison, 
not for crime, but as a prisoner for Jesus 
Christ’s sake. The two men met. There, 
in the darkness of the prison, the miracle 
of regeneration was wrought within the 
heart of Onesimus. 

In the letter of Philemon the story is told 
as to how Onesimus is sent back home and 
how Paul appeals to the spirit of magna- 
nimity within the heart of Philemon to for- 
give Onesimus. 

As one reads this personal letter written 
so long ago, he cannot help but be charmed 
by the spirit of courtesy shown by Paul. His 
friendship was surely worth while. That 
such friendship was common jn the life of 
Paul, we are led to believe as we read the 
story of his meeting with his Ephesian 
friends (Acts 20: 36-38). 


A CHURCH WITH FACTIONS 


Most ministers have had experience with 
churches of this kind. One element in the 
church will want to do a thing, which will 
be a sure sign that another element within 
the church will not want to do this. 

In both the Corinthian letters Paul battles 
with this spirit. Certain great doctrinal 
questions were causes of division among 
these brethren, and in addition they also 
were having preacher troubles. Some want- 
ed Paul, others Apollos, and still others 
Cephas. So keen had this strife become 
that a miniature war existed. 

The different preachers involved in the 
trouble were doing their best to stop the 
trouble. Peter was too wise to wish to per- 
petuate such a state of affairs. Apollos is 
on record, as refusing to visit the church 
(1 Cor. 16: 12). And Paul shows the church 
the danger into which it is drifting and ap- 
peals to the people to remember that Christ 
is not divided (1 Cor. 1:13). The average 
pastor might well take Paul as an example 
when dealing with a factional church. 


UNRULY CHURCH MEMBERS 


In the infant church at Corinth, not the 
least of its troubles was that arising from 
unruly and immoral church members. 
Troubles of this kind are difficult to control. 
People may be morally sure of the guilt 
of the offending party, but dare not say 
anything, for fear they may be thrown into 
the courts. 

In the Corinthian church there was no 
question as to the guilt of the offending 
member. The sin was known to the world, 
and even among worldlings it was condemn- 
ed. The church for a time seemed to shield 
the guilty party (1 Cor. 5:2). But in the 
same connection Paul tells the church how 
the issue ought to be met (1 Cor. 5: 4, 5). 
Such offenses, Paul argues, are diseased 
spots in the body of Christ and must be 
removed, even though surgery has to be 
used. 

Apparently severe action was at last tak- 
en. The offender was brought to bay, and 
when he had been reduced to penitence Paul 
is among the first to advise clemency and 
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forgiveness. How austere Paul could really 
be in such cases of immorality is shown by 
the threat he makes in 2 Cor. 13: 1, 2. 


FALSE DOCTRINES 


Many take the Gamaliel plan of disposing 
of false doctrines. This, however, was not 
Paul’s plan. He was not afraid to throw 
his hat into the ring. He loved an argu- 
ment. 

In his dealings with the church at Thes- 
salonica is a splendid example of how he 
dealt with a church eaten up with false doc- 
trines. They had become confused relative 
to the resurrection, feeling that those who 
had died would miss the joy bestowed upon 
those who were present at the second com- 
ing of Christ. Some in brooding upon the 
coming of our Lord had even gone to the 
extent of neglecting their daily avocations. 
Paul endeavors to check this tendency (1 
Thess. 4:11). His rebuke was given with 
such skill and kindness that it did not of- 
fend. 

He corrects these false views of the peo- 
ple, telling them that the time of our Lord’s 
coming is very uncertain (1 Thess. 5:2). 
In his second letter to the same church he 
again deals with this question, telling the 
people that certain signs must precede the 
second coming of the Master (2 Thess 2: 3). 
A word of caution is still needed, even in 
our day, regarding this great event. 


THE GREAT SCHISM 


Probably the one thing which shows the 
statesmanship of Paul is the manner in 
which he handles the great schism. The 
church in Paul’s day was in a formative 
state. Some felt that Christianity was an 
improved edition of Judaism. It was Paul’s 
part to correct these views and to show that 
the new religion had a world-wide meaning. 

In all the churches Paul had to meet these 
Judaizers. The contest at times was ex- 
tremely bitter. Note the following: Gal. 
1:6; Phil. 3: 2, 3. 

Remedial measures instituted by the 
great apostle to correct these views were in 
the main twofold. First argument. Paul 
met their every argument with a counter 
argument. Practically all of his letters 
show the influence of this question. 

The second remedy for the great schism 
was practical. In the Jerusalem church the 
headquarters of the Judaizers were many 
poor and destitute people. Paul throws the 
finance of the Gentile church into a fund 
to relieve this condition (1 Cor. 16:1). In 
many of his letters mention is made of this 
collection for the saints. 


Paul in this was doing what he could do 
to quiet the strife within the church. He 
was trying to make the entire church to 
realize its unity—that it was a brotherhood 
which should not be broken. He had caught 
the Spirit of his Master in the eulogy re- 
garding the peacemaker. 

In this paper I have mentioned but a few 
of the things which passed under the scru- 
tiny of the great apostle. He was a big 
man, with a big mind, and a big message. 


Merely reading the Bible is of no use at 
all without we study it thoroughly, and hunt 
it through, as it were, for some great truth.

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The Bible a Practical Book

and doctrine.”—2 Timothy 4: 2. 

All praise to our God for His Book. He 
has so richly adorned the world with 
beauty. The fowls of the air and the beasts 
of the fields reveal to us their Creator. 
Artists have contributed much that has 
helped man to appreciate his Father. 
Countless numbers of books have been writ- 
ten and compiled with human hands for the 
purpose of teaching man his relations to 
God. Let us be thankful that men have 
made such attempts. They have made the 
lives of their fellow men happy. But God’s 
Book, the Bible, is the only book which whol- 
ly and rightly interprets God to man. To 
undertake to tell all that it has done for 
the world would be too big a task. 

In this age of onward rush men are seek- 
ing for such things as are useful at the 
present. They are demanding the practical. 
It is the cry of the world for a practical suit 
of clothes; a practical tool, a practical 
implement on the farm; practical machinery 
in the factory; calling for a practical ve- 
hicle for traveling—hence, we have the 
Ford. Yes, we want a practical way of 
communication; a practical way of transact- 
ing business; we call for the practical relig- 
ion and the practical book. God has given 
us what I call a practical Book. In this 
text we are commanded to preach the Bible, 
reprove with it, rebuke with it, exhort with 
it. Truly, if we can do all these things with 
it, there must be something about it that 
is practical. 

People somehow have gotten the idea that 
a thing is practical if they can put it to 
immediate use; that is, they want to see 
immediate results. There are more prac- 
tical things in the world than we are in- 
clined to think. One cannot think a single 
thought but that it makes an immediate im- 
pression upon the mind. Every one of these 
little acts of life becomes a part of the 
whole. And if we want a practical book, 
this old Bible will stand the test. Where 
has it ever been used that it has not car- 
ried with it a thrill of joy? Have you ever 
seen a man practice it without becoming a 
better and a happier man? I never have. 
Have you ever seen it ruin a business firm 
that was worthy of a place in the world? I 
never have. Have you ever seen it break 
up a home? Have you ever seen this old 
treasure fail, wherever it has been practiced 
in the realm of human experience? It has 
always won. You may say that it has 
caused certain business firms to fail. But 
that old firm was already a failure, in that 
it had given the devil the greater part of 
the business. You may recall the time when 
you thought you saw a husband and wife 
part on account of this Book. This Book 
did not break up that home; it was the devil 
himself who did it—he whom that home had 
been entertaining, perhaps for a long time. 
“The blessing of the Lord, it maketh rich, 
and he addeth no sorrow with it.”—Prov. 
10: 22. 

Practical is this Book in that it condemns 
every possible sin of our modern times. No 
child of God can be true to its sacred teach- 





ings unless he hates sin with all the in- 
tensity of his being. No minister can be 
true to God without warning the people that 
“the wages of sin is death.” He cannot stay 
in a community and see sin devouring young 
manhood and young womanhood; see it 
marring homes and belittling the Church of 
God, and at the same time be true to the 
Bible, without exposing such evil practices, 
and substituting in their stead this Book. 

The religion that this Book teaches is win- 
ning the world for God. Its only weapon is 
love toward the sinner and hatred toward 


his sin. Its only ammunition has been the 
gospel. However, it is not without its 
enemies. No other book could ever stand 


the test that this one has stood. That is 
strong evidence that it is the Word of God. 
Men have tried to stop its influence and 
their efforts have been as much of an im- 
possibility as it is for an immovable object 
to come in contact with an irresistible force. 
It has triumphed! 

People to-day are not satisfied with only 
one class of reading matter. They want, 
and ought to have, a variety. Within the 
covers of this Book are found all the classes 
of literature that are worthy of man’s at- 
tention. We ought all to be interested in 
home life. Nowhere in the sphere of liter- 
ature can we find more apt illustrations of 
home life than we have in the Bible. You 
can find life in all its forms. The Bible 
presents to us the picture of a very humble 
home. This home is one that is true to 
God. Into this little home came a child. 
He was pure and innocent. They named 
him Jesus. Since He was the son of a 
carpenter, you may wonder at His being 
great. Recall to your mind the time when 
the parents of this child took Him down to 
Jerusalem to attend the Passover. He was 
then twelve years of age. While there, 
Jesus astonished the big men of His day. 
Not until He was about thirty years of age 
did He begin that public career which left 
to the world a series of achievements un- 
excelled by any man, only as He breathed 
out that silent influence, as does every life. 
It is next to the impossible to think of the 
name of Jesus without connecting it with 
the thought of a beautiful character. Boys 
of our day think they have done some won- 
derful thing if they have stayed at home 
until the age of twenty, but Jesus loved to 
stay there until He was thirty. Boys now 
think it foolish to stay close to mother, but 
Jesus loved her company. There is no safer 
guide for a young man than the teachings 
of a godly mother. 

The Bible is impartial. It presents life 
as it is. Speaking of our Lord’s home, let 
us visit the home of an aristocrat. A rich 
man with all the comforts of life that money 
can buy. See him sit at the table, loaded 
with all the delicacies of life that human 
hands could prepare. With no words of 
thanks or appreciation, watch him as he 
gulps down the food. While our rich 
friend is doing this, see that poor beggar, 
Lazarus, who came and stood at the front 
gate, dying for the want of food. Finally 
he becomes so weak he can stand no longer 
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and falls helplessly upon the ground. The 
big, gaunt dogs with their lolling tongues 
lick the festered sores on Lazarus’ body. 
The old aristocrat would not even give him 
the crumbs which fell from a burdened 
table. Time came when the poor beggar 
died and was taken to heaven, where he 
rested in the bosom of Abraham. Likewise 
this old money king died and all the money 
he possessed could not save him from hell! 
“Rebuke!” says the Word of God. 

Can you not see the contrast between the 
home of the money king and the home of 
our Lord? Can you not see the great “gulf 
fixed” between the home where money is the 
ideal and the home where Jesus is the ideal? 
Yet, we have these two types of humanity 
all about us. Many a home of poverty 
comes nearer paying the price of heaven 
than do some of the rich homes. The grand- 
est picture I have ever seen was not a 
mansion; it was not a picture of nature; 
neither was it the picture of our Lord which 
sold some time ago for the magnificent sum 
of $700,000. The grandest picture of life 
that I know anything about was in Taylor 
County, Iowa, where my good mother spent 
many a winter’s evening telling her boys 
and girls the simple stories of her God. The 
saddest picture I have ever seen was not 
a gambling den, neither was it a saloon, nor 
a drunkard’s grave. The saddest picture 
that I have seen was a family of small chil- 
dren in a mansion and the surroundings 
were such that they had no chance of learn- 
ing of this Book. 

After reading those tender stories of 
home life you want to change the subject 
to something scientific. Turn back to the 
first few pages of your Bible and there read 
the record of creation. Read it with care. 
It is scientific. I have never found in any 
text-book on Geology so complete and so ex- 
act a record of the creation of the universe 
as is found in the book of Genesis. A few 
years ago scientists would have laughed at 
my statement, but to-day they are making 
their creation stories correspond with the 
one in the Bible. Scientists seem to be very 
adjustable. I dare say it will not be long 
before some skeptical scientists will break 
the news to the world that God copied His 
story of creation from some of their text- 
books on Geology. 

There is nothing that is so much admired, 
even by the ungodly, as truthfulness. “Be 
true!” ought to be the watchword of every 
child of God. Nowhere in the world’s great 
list of books can we find truthfulness so 
vividly emphasized as in the Bible itself. 
Read with care the thrilling story of Ruth’s 
faithfulness toward her mother-in-law. Into 
Ruth’s life came the final test when she 
must decide which way to go. She stood in 
the presence of her mother-in-law and her 
sister, Orpah. She saw Orpah plant a kiss 
upon the aged woman’s lips and walk off 
toward her native land. Ruth could not 
help but realize the burden of life. She 
was asked to go with her sister, but the no- 
ble character turned toward the mother-in- 
law and spoke these beautiful words: “En- 
treat me not to leave thee, nor to turn from 
following after thee; for whither thou go- 
est I will go, and where thou lodgest I will 
lodge; thy people shall be my people; thy 
God shall be my God. Where thou diest T 
will die. The Lord do so to me and more 


also, if aught but death part thee from me.”

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The Lord’s Prayer—No. 3

“Thy kingdom come.”—Matt. 6: 9. 


The importance of this petition is indi- 
cated by the position which it occupies in 
the prayer. The first direct petition is for 
the hallowing of God’s name. The second 
one for the coming of God’s kingdom to this 
world. It precedes the petition for daily 
bread, which indicates that thoughts of the 
coming kingdom should be in our minds, 
before the thoughts of daily bread. Most 
of us are prone to be anxious about what 
we shall eat, or what we shall drink, or 
what we shall put on, not realizing that 
“the life is more than meat and the body 
than raiment.” 


This is a petition especially for the times 
in which we live. Of course, it is fitting 
that all loyal subjects of the King should 
ever pray this prayer during this Church 
age while we wait His coming; but in view 
of the present unrest, and oppression, and 
slaughter among the nations of earth, which 
fact indicates the failure of earth govern- 
ment, it is fitting, even urgent, that we 
should pray fervently for the coming, of 
Him whose right it is to reign and who is 
“the Prince of the kings of the earth.” 

There are three great Scriptural truths 
suggested by this petition: First, That God 
has a kingdom. Second, That it is a delay- 
ed kingdom. It is evident that the kingdom 
has not yet come or else the absent King 
would not have instructed His waiting sub- 
jects to pray, “Thy kingdom come.” Third, 
Since the King, Himself, gave us this 
prayer, “Thy kingdom come,” we are sure 
that the kingdom will come; that it cannot 
be abrogated or set aside. Every student 
of the Bible will quickly see that we have 
indicated under these three heads enough 
for a lengthy address, which for the present 
article must be very much abreviated. 


On the first of these propositions which 
have been suggested, I suppose there is no 
difference of opinion. This is a great dis- 
pensational truth mentioned frequently in 
the Old Testament Scriptures and clearly 
taught by our Lord in the New Testament. 
In Daniel 2: 44, we are told that “in the 
days of these kings,” that is, the kings who 
should rule over the fragments of the Rom- 
an empire, as indicated by the ten toes 
(which condition is yet to be fulfilled) 
“shall the God of heaven set up a kingdom 
which shall never be destroyed; and the 
kingdom shall not be left to other people, 
but it shall break in pieces and consume all 
these kingdoms, and it shall stand forever.” 
Read the second chapter of Daniel up td 
verse 45. 


Here we are distinctly told that God pro- 
poses to set up His kingdom at a future 
time under certain conditions, which condi- 
tions have not yet been realized. 


In Luke 1: 32, 33, we have the words of 
the angel to Mary concerning Jesus: “The 
Lord God shall give unto Him the throne 
of His father David: and He shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever; and of 
His kingdom there shall be no end.” This 
verse indicates the continued purpose of the 
Almighty to set up His kingdom on the 





earth, and the name of the King is here 
announced. 

With reference to the second proposition, 
that His kingdom is a delayed kingdom, I 
may say, in addition, that nowhere in later 
New Testament writings do we find any 
account of God having set up His kingdom 
on the earth; but, on the other hand, we 
do find that the promised King was reject- 
ed and crowned with thorns, and the mys- 
tery of the Church introduced into the di- 
vine economy, which may be said to fill in 
the time till the kingdom be set up. During 
this Church age it is the revealed purpose 
of God to have the gospel of His Son 
preached to all the world “for a witness,” 
and to visit the “Gentiles to make out of 
them a people for His name,” and subse- 
quently to set up His kingdom. Read the 
parable of the postponed kingdom (Luke 
19: 11-27). 

The coming of God’s kingdom to this 
world is just as certain as that God’s Word 
is true. “The grass withereth and the flow- 
er fadeth, but the Word of God shall stand 
forever.” Do not think that the coming of 
His Kingdom and destruction of sin and 
Satan depends on the feeble efforts of the 
Church. He has never committed that task 
to the Church. The Church is to witness 
for Him (Acts 1:8) and preach the gos- 
pel “in all the world” (Mark 16:15), and 
in His own good time and in His own way 
He will come and bring the nations of earth 
into judgment (Matt. 25:31, 32) and sup- 
plant their unrighteous rule with His own 
righteous rule. “Even so, come Lord 
Jesus.” 

Whoever prays this prayer must be mis- 
sionary. When we pray, “Thy kingdom 
come,” we pray that the authority of Jesus 
Christ may be established in the earth. 
Since by Him “the worlds were made,” jus- 
tice demands that He should reign over 
them. When we pray this prayer we must 
think of the millions who have never heard 
the blessed name of Jesus, and remember 
that He said to us, “Go.” His coming is 
dependent, in a measure, on our going. How 
can we pray, “Thy kingdom come,” when, 
perchance, we are actually hindering its 
coming by our wilful neglect or selfishness? 


THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH 

The reason that Protestants take a great- 
er interest in the Roman Catholic Church 
than they do in the Greek Catholic Church 
is that the Catholic Church of Rome has 
influenced Protestantism much more than 
the Greek Catholic Church. While the 
Greek Church has about 200,000,000 mem- 
bers, the Church of Rome has about 250,- 
000,000. 


The Church of Rome is the only Church 
in existence that heads up in one man. The 
Greek Catholic Church has a separate head 
in each country, each patriarch having su- 
preme jurisdiction over the members of his 
faith in his nation, and is responsible to no 
central head. 

The Church of Rome appears to be an 
actual, and well-defined successor to the 
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throne of the Caesars. What the Caesars 
were to the Roman Government, the Pope 
is to the Roman Church. As it increased in 
power,. it became the aim of the Church to 
rule the world. It came near doing this in 
the thirteenth century. Practically every 
child was baptized—forced into Christian- 
ity, sometimes under heavy penalty. 

I am not going to debate “infant bap- 
tism.” My friends know I am an immer- 
sionist. It is a fact, however, that infant 
baptism was one of the causes of the rise 
to great power of the Church of Rome. I 
am not giving a history of the churches, I 
am only calling attention, very kindly, to 
some points for those who are reading, or 
may read, church history, to notice very 
carefully. 

Next, note the laity against the eccle- 
siastics. In the Roman Church there are 
seven sacraments: Baptism, Confirmation, 
Eucharist, Penance, Extreme Unction, Mar- 
riage, and Ordination, marriage and ordina- 
tion being mutually exclusive. Now notice. 
The ecclesiastics constitute the Church. The 
laity belong to the Church. Next notice, 
the laity have, as a rule, always been re- 
sponsible for the reduction in political pow- 
er of the Church. The ecclesiastics always 
opposed any reduction of their temporal 
power. 

As the Lutherans have more members 
than any other Protestant denomination, I 
may write a few words about this Church 
next time. Sometimes when the Lord wants. 
a reformer, He takes one from the priests, 
as Luther, Calvin, and Wesley.

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Losses Sustained by Our Churches Because of Lack of Efficient Discipline 


PREFACE—I am not ashamed of Jesus, neither am I ashamed of His gospel, nor do I think I belong to the doleful 
crowd who think and declare that everthing is going to ruin. Yet it is hard to dispute facts.

Note—-We are glad to give to our readers the fol- 
lowing paper from Rev. John A. Dillon, Fall River, 
Mass. The question presented is one of vital inter- 
est to the cause of Christ. We believe our brother 
presents his view in a fair and unbiased way, and 
therefore he should have a close and careful reading. 
One of the weak spots in our church life is the 
lack of an efficient administration of Scriptural dis- 
cipline.— EbITor. 


If one thing is more clearly taught than 
another by the Apostle Paul in his numer- 
ous references to the “last times,” it is that 
those days will be days of apostasy and de- 
parture from the faith. We do not refer 
especially, nor do we think that the apostle 
does, to the great Roman Catholic apostasy. 
The reference is rather to a laxity of the 
faith and doctrine on the part of the true 
and universal Church, and the alarming 
drifting from the old landmarks of faith, 
and the adoption of new standards of doc- 
trine and practices which constitute a “de- 
parture” “or losses” from the faith and 
path of the fathers. 


The teaching of Paul in this matter is 
most explicit. With prophetic foresight, 
and in painful accuracy of detail, he thus 
outlines this modern and up-to-date apos- 
tasy: “Now the spirit (not man) speaketh 
expressly, that in the later times some shall 
depart from the faith giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits and doctrines.” After de- 
claring also that in the last days perilous 
times shall come, mentioning many traits 
which will mark those days, he further de- 
scribes the people as having “a form of 
godliness, but denying the power thereof,” 
and among the last words in the memorable 
exhortation are, “I charge thee therefore 
before God and the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
shall judge the quick and the dead at His 
appearing and His kingdom; preach the 
word.” Therein is the divine law or dis- 
cipline of Christ Jesus. The Christian 
Church claims the Bible for her rule of 
faith; that which holds the Church togeth- 
er; that which feeds the flock with heaven’s 
food. The Bible is a sadly-neglected Book, 
and to-day the great majority of church 
members know but very little about the 
Bible. Let this test be put to the congre- 
gations throughout the land: “AH who can 
quote one half-dozen passages of Scripture 
correctly and give chapter and verse, please 
hold up your hands,” and you will find few 
hands up. This is not only true of congre- 
gations in general, but it is also true of 
of Sunday-school teachers. If any doubt 
this statement, let him put the test. It is 
not only true of Sunday-school teachers, but 
is also true of theological students. 


The Losses Sustained by Our Churches Be- 
cause of Lack of Efficient Discipline 


I appeal to all: Can a church be sustain- 
ed when there’s a man in the pulpit who 
knows but little of God’s Word? It has been 
stated: “‘When the Son of God would not at- 
tempt to preach the kingdom of God, until 
He was anointed with the Holy Spirit, we 
are so unwise as to recommend young men 
as fit to preach, because they have finished 
their studies at the seminary, without ever 





inquiring whether they have been filled with 
the Holy Spirit or have ever known God in 
the pardon of their sins.’ “The Church 
has her responsibility, and before she seals 
the credentials of any, she is bound to take 
note of whether the Lord Himself has seal- 
ed them by the gift of the Holy Spirit. If 
the evidence of this be not clear, the Church 
sins a grievous sin in accrediting him to the 
world as one qualified to warn every man, 
and to teach every man, that he may “pre- 
sent every man perfect in Christ Jesus” 
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(Col. 1: 28). Observe—‘Whom we preach, 


warning every man, and teaching every 
man in all wisdom; that we may present 
every man perfect in Christ Jesus.” 

What is the Bible? Do we know the mes- 
sage it contains? Do you and I understand 
what it means? As I see it, it is a God- 
inspired Book. God not only gave the Bible 
to men, He breathed Himself into it; His 
great mind; His great heart; His great pur- 
poses. The Bible, then, is the emanation 
of the divine Being; the incarnation of the 
divine mind; the depository and repository 
of the divine thought. Thus, without a 
knowledge of God’s Word, men are endeav- 
oring to patch up the Church, and sustain 
it. Our Lord and Master said, in Matt. 
9: 16, “No man putteth a piece of new cloth 
onto an old garment; for that which is put 
in taketh from the garment, and the rent 
is made worse.” That is to say, no wise 
tailor will put on a patch of new cloth until 
it has first been shrunken. 

But we are expected to act as wisely in 
church affairs as men do in business circles, 
in social and fraternal relations. From 
the way good men in the Church talk about 
her present unscriptural condition, and the 
low state of the divine life in her, it would 
appear that we have not been showing the 
amount of wisdom which might justly be 
expected from men who claim to have been 
divinely called and equipped for our work. 
While it is true that the church is not ex- 
erting herself in behalf of suffering human- 
ity as she might do, or as she has done in 
earlier days, before the leaven of evil had 
so corrupted her, yet it is also true that her 





divine Head and Founder intended her to 
be the conservative force in behalf of men 
—standing for man, rather than a class. 
He is a poor student of history who does 
not know that the mission on which Jesus 
Christ sent His followers was to elevate 
and ennoble men. “As the Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you into the world.” She 
has been true to that mission, unless, in- 
deed, the present furnishes a painful ex- 
ception. 

You may ask me, “What is lacking in 
the present-day Church?” I will endeavor 
to answer as I see it, from a Biblical view- 
point. It is the lack of the Holy Spirit 
bearing testimony, or witness. The Holy 
Spirit bears testimony. Observe: “He shall 
testify of me” (John 15:26). “He shall 
receive of mine and shall shew it unto you.” 
“He will guide you into all truth and will 
bring all things unto your remembrance.” 
“We have this treasure in earthen vessels 
that the excellency of the power may be 
of God and not of us.” Real Christian testi- 
mony is the result of a supernatural energy, 
throbbing with life, urging the believer to 
speak of Christ and not against Him.. 


“The Spirit never testifies of His own 
personality, but He never takes of the 
things of Christ, and shows them to the 
believer. When the soul is conscious of the 
divine presence, it does not recognize two 
personalities, but the Spirit in the personal- 
ity of Jesus, the Spirit’s life, is bestowed 
through the manifestations, which God 
makes of Himself in His Son. He takes 
of the manifestations of the divine charac- 
acter, made by Christ, and gives them effi- 
ciency by power and love in human souls” 
(John 16:14). The Son of God manifests 
the divine mind. The Spirit of God uses 
that manifestation to save and sanctify us.” 
Hence, Christ and the Spirit are one to the 
soul and one to the Church, to the end of 
the dispensation, no change can be made by 
human mind. For Jesus said: “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even to the end of the 
world.” “The Spirit of Christ did testify” 
(Read 1 Peter 1: 11). “The Holy Spirit also 
is a witness to us” (Read Heb. 19:15). 

He also imparts to us the necessary 
knowledge of Christ to constitute us wit- 
nesses, and power to testify to that knowl- 
edge before an unsaved world. “Ye shall 
receive power, the Holy Spirit coming upon 
you, and ye shall be witnesses of me.” 


‘Testimony implies something known and 


something told. This knowledge is an in- 
ward conscienceness of personal and full 
salvation, imparted to us by the Holy Spir- 
it, a knowledge that comes only from con- 
tact with God. St. Paul said: “I know 
Him, and the power of His resurrection.” 
“I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me.” I 
live by the faith of the Son of God” (Gal. 
2:20). The commission of St. Paul was 
not broader or more explicit than is, or 
should be, that of every true minister 
of Christ. St. Paul, before the judgment

bar of Agrippa, boldly declared to Agrippa 
and his court, that Jesus said to him: “I 
have appeared unto thee for this purpose, 
to make thee a minister and a witness” 
(Acts 26:16). 

Am I stepping over the bounds of God’s 
eternal truth, when I say, unfortunate is 
the condition of the minister and the church 
over which he presides, if he has no spirit 
of testimony; no inward light from God, 
the Holy Spirit? He may be able to talk 
about, and how we should live, but cannot 
testify as did St. Paul, “My conscience also 
bearing me witness in the Holy Spirit,” 
“which worketh in me mightily” (Col. 1: 
29). (Read also 1 Cor. 9:1). He may be 
able to preach what he has learned and cop- 
ied from books and observation, but he can- 
not preach with “the Holy Spirit sent down 
from heaven,” which is the only preaching 
that saves men. Without the saving power 
of the Holy Spirit the Church cannot pros- 
per, and losses are the results. 


It is a clear and conclusive widespread 
conviction that something is wrong with the 
drawing and saving power of the Church. 
It is said, “The power has left the pulpit.” 
As I see it, there is a cause for this prevail- 
ing conviction. What is the cause? It is 
evident that it is not in a lack of ministers, 
missionaries, evangelists, or of religious ac- 
tivity. Nor is it a lack of intellectual cul- 
ture, or material wealth. Never was there 
so much wealth, culture, and church ma- 
chinery called into requisition as now. The 
churches are not antagonizing each other, 
as in gone-by days. Christian federation 
movements, Endeavor societies, missionary 
unions, and church extension boards are 
multiplying. And the cry is, “The Church 
has lost its power!” What is this power 
the Church is said to have lost? My answer 
is thus: “The Church needs the grace of 
the new birth—to be ‘born of the Spirit.’” 
This supernatural birth will bring her into 
right relations with God, and the Holy Spir- 
it will give her power from heaven for 
service. “Ye shall receive power, when the 
Holy Spirit is come upon you” (Acts 1: 8). 
The so-called modern Church. She is so un- 
wise as to try to run a divine institution 
with a human constitution; she has substi- 
tuted the natural for the supernatural—the 
human for the divine. “Without me ye can 
do nothing.” 

St. Paul realized the words of the Master 
to be of great value, when he said: “And 
my speech and my preaching was not with 
enticing words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and power, that 
your faith should not stand in the wisdom 
of men, but in the power of God” (1 Cor. 
2:4, 5). “For our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, but also in power, and in 
the Holy Spirit, and in much assurance” 
(1 Thess. 1:15). 


Christ’s Response to Modern Thought 


Seven years ago, while I was attending 
a Bible conference at Winona, Indiana, I 
had the pleasure of hearing Rev. E. Y. Mul- 
lins, D. D., LL.D., of Louisville, Ky., upon 
the theme, Christ’s Response to Modern 
Thought. He outlined his theme thus: 
“There are three things which challenge 
men, mystery and danger and power. Now, 
man is achieving marvels in grappling with 
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danger and pgwer and mystery, but in the 
realm of mystery he seems to have almost 
failed in his efforts to find a basis of agree- 
ment as to the mystery of mysteries, the 
ultimate mystery of the universe. Let us 
glance at the present situation as to the 
efforts of men to fathom, by means of the 
intellect, the ultimate mystery of the world, 
in order that we may then consider Christ’s 
message to modern thought on this supreme 
question. Such a consideration ought to 
have great practical value. For many 
Christians of to-day are perplexed at the 
jangling voices of the learned on this great 
matter, and some are wondering if there 
is really any saving message we may 
preach. A recent writer of prominence re- 
jected a certain book about New Testament 
Christianity because it accepted miracles. 
The reason was that his own world view left 
no place for miracles. That is, he felt war- 
ranted in rejecting Christianity in its essen- 
tial meaning and all its priceless hopes and 
promises for man, because his world view 
required him rigidly to exclude the super- 
natural. 

Is it not time to consider whether the 
world views, which a man holds, is a suffi- 
cient warrant for rejecting Christ and the 
gospel? Do the various world views come 
with sufficient authority and self-evidencing 
power to warrant a man in tossing over- 
board the religious values of the gospel in 
their interest? 


What, then, is the situation as to the 
world views? In a recent writer I note no 
less than sixteen distinct world views now 
in vogue. On man goes by some general 
principle and becomes a rationalist. An- 
other goes by the principle of logic and be- 
comes an intellectualist, or an idealist, etc. 

He also said: “Jesus answers the demand 
for a new logic by saying: ‘Yes,thereis a bet- 
ter logic than your speculative, syllogistic 
reasoning. It is the higher and deeper and 
richer logic of the soul in its quest for life 
and holiness and peace and immortality.’ 
‘Yes,’ says Jesus, ‘the gospel brings you 
the highest rationalism that man ever con- 
ceived and when carried out gives you a 
conclusion more secure than any ever 
achieved in the ordinary way. Again Jesus 
brings a new value as to method, His meth- 
od meets all demands of the new philosophy 
and that in the method of practical experi- 
ment.’ ‘You must needs submit your will 
to God in order to reason clearly about God. 
O taste and see that the Lord is good.’ ” 


Attorney-at-Law—Hear What Me Has to 


Say 
Philip Mauro, Attorney-at-Law, New 
York City, has this to say: “It must be 


evident to all who pay close attention to the 
spiritual conditions of our day that there is 
being made at this time a very determined 
and widespread effort to set aside entirely 
the authority of the Bible. Let us note that 
one of the unique characteristics of that 
Book is that it claims the right to control 
the actions of men. It speaks ‘as one hav- 
ing authority.’ It assumes, and in the most 
peremptory and uncompromising way, to re- 
buke men for misconduct, and to tell them 
what they shall do and what they shall not 
do. It speaks to men, not as from the 
human plane, or even from the standpoint 
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of superior human wisdom and morality; 
but as from a plane far above the highest 
human level, and as with a wisdom which 
admits of no question or dispute from men. 
It demands throughout unqualified submis- 
sion. 

“But this assumption of control over men 
is a direct obstacle to the democratic spirit 
of the times, which brooks no authority 
higher than that of ‘the people,’ that is to 
say, of man himself. To establish and to 
make universal the principles of pure dem- 
ocracy is the object, whether consciously 
and unconsciously, of the great thought- 
movements of our era; and the essence and 
marrow of demoracy is the supreme author- 
ity of man. Hence the conflict with the 
Bible. 

“Not only is the Bible, with its peremp- 
tory assertion of supremacy and control 
over mankind directly counter to the demo- 
cratic movement, but is now the only real 
obstacle to the complete independence of hu- 
manity. If only the authority of the Scrip- 
tures be gotten rid of, mankind will have 
attained the long-coveted state of absolute 
independence, which is equivalent to utter 
lawlessness. 


“The state of ideal democracy would be 
accurately described as ‘lawlessness,’ since 
it is manifest that an individual or a society 
which is under no restraint except such as 
is self-imposed, is really under no restraint 
at all. To attain this ideal state is the end 
and purpose of present-day movements; 
and, in order to promote these movements, 
that now works in the children of disobe- 
dience (Ephesians 2:2), very wisely, and 
with consummate subtlety, directs the at- 
tack, from many different quarters, against 
the authority of the Bible. 

“The great mass of men, including the 
majority of the leaders of the age, are al- 
ready completely absorbed in the activities 
of the world and utterly indifferent to the 
claims of the Bible. As to those, it is only 
necessary to take care that they are not 
aroused from their indifference. But the 
Bible nevertheless, by reason of its hold up- 
on the conscience of the few, exerts, upon 
society as a whole, a mighty restraining in- 
fluence, against which the assaults of the 
enemies of truth are now being directed. In 
some quarters the authority on the Bible 
is directly assailed and its divine origin dis- 
puted in the name of ‘science’ and of 
‘scholarship.’ Much of the learning and 
theological activity of the day are concen- 
trated upon the attempt to discredit the 
Bible, and to’ disseminate views and theories 
directly at variance with the claims of di- 
vine inspiration and authority.” 

In conclusion I wish to recapitulate: “The 
Spirit giveth life,” “the Spirit quickeneth.” 
“For what man knoweth the things of 2 
man save the spirit of man which is in Him? 
Even so the things of God knoweth no man 
but the Spirit of God.” For this purpose 
the Holy Spirit was given: “That they 
might know thee, the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent.” In 
Acts 4:4, it is stated that 5,000 accepted 
Christ on the promise of receiving the Holy 
Spirit. In Acts 4:31, it is said: “They 
were led with the Holy Spirit and spake 
the word of God with boldness.” In Acts 
6:3, it is recorded that seven men were 
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chosen from among the converts to the office 
of deacon. “They were full of the Holy 


Spirit and wisdom.” Ah! my brother, is 
that the case to-day in making choice of a 
deacon, for the so-called modern church? If 


you would attempt to mention the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit, they would fly to the 
mountain in terror. 

In Acts 8: 17, referring to a great revival 
at Samaria, Philip, one of the seven deacons, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, preached Christ 
unto them, and many were converted, the 
good news reached Jerusalem, Peter and 
John, hearing of it, immediately journeyed 
to Samaria, praying as they were going, 
that the converts might receive the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. In verse 17 the story 
is told thus: “And they received the Holy 
Spirit.” My brother, this all came about 
by believing “the things concerning the 
kingdom of God and the name of Jesus 
Christ.” 

Without the Holy Spirit the kingdom of 
God is not possible on earth. We may 
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boast of our well-organized churches, etc., 
etc., but remember, “the kingdom of God 
is not meat and drink, but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy Spirit” 
(Rom. 14:17). My brother, my sister, let 
us get back to the old gospel of power, that 
saves to the uttermost. I thank God, it is 
good enough for me. 

One long look at God, and the glorious 
gospel of the only begotten Son, and the 
coming eternity will spoil men for this evil 
world, and the so-called new theology. “The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of knowl- 
edge: but fools despise wisdom and instruc- 
tion” (Prov. 1:7). 

“Therefore my people have gone into cap- 
tivity; because they have no knowledge” of 
God. “Woe unto them that are wise in their 
own eyes, and prudent in their own sight” 
(Isaiah 5: 18, 21). “My people are destroy- 
ed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast 
rejected knowledge, I will also reject thee, 
that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing 
thou hast forgotten the law of thy God” 
(Hosea 4: 6). 


Proper Interpretation Essential 
to Correct Understanding 


“Understandest thou what thou readest?” 


“How can I except some one shall guide 
me?” 

“The fountains of literature are fed by 
two vast worlds, one of action, and one of 
thought, by a succession of creations in the 
one and of changes in the other. New ex- 
periences and events call forth new ideas 
and stir men to ask questions unthought of 
before, and seek a definite answer in the 
depths of human knowledge.” 

The high treasurer of Queen Candace, 
ruler over the small kingdom of the ancient 
isle of Meroe, had been to Jerusalem to wor- 
ship, and was homeward bound, the service 
had been of such nature as to arouse in 
his mind a sustained interest, and for his 
mental illumination was reading from the 
Scripture: ‘He was led as a sheep to the 
slaughter; and like a lamb dumb before his 
shearer, so opened he not his mouth: In his 
humiliation his judgment was taken away: 
and who shall declare his generation? for 
his life is taken from the earth.” 

Philip, the deacon-evangelist, like Beza- 
leel, was filled with the Spirit of God, in 
wisdom, and in understanding, and in 
knowledge, had in a providential'sense been 
invited to a seat inside the chariot by the 
side of the treasurer, and, having noted his 
reading, said, “Understandest thou what 
thou readest?” He made instant reply: 


“How can I, except some one should guide - 


me?” 

Then Philip opened his mouth, and began 
at the same Scripture, and preached unto 
him Jesus. There is no intimation that the 
treasurer doubted the exposition given by 
the evangelist; he was not self-assertive, 
entered into no controversy, accepted Jesus 
as his Savior, was consecrated as a Chris- 
tian, and went on his way rejoicing. That 
was as it should have been; Philip was 
God’s deputy, spoke with authority, had 
spiritual insight, capable as preacher and 


teacher, produced lasting effect. “Now all 
these things happened...... and they are 
written for our admonition upon whom the 
ends of the world are come.” 

Had Philip been like unto Ahimaaz, ran 
and joined himself to the chariot of the 
treasurer, having no message to impart, 
that which has been written concerning him 
would not have been written. 

Called of God as was Aaron, implies dis- 
cretion, illumination, intuition, perception, 
discernment, ability, and the Spirit of Jesus, 
which is the spirit of prophecy. God calls 
men to be leaders, then clothes them with 
authority, saying: “Touch not mine anoint- 
ed, and do my prophets no harm.” They 
run because they bear a message, they give 
the meaning, discerning between the letter 
and the spirit thereof. 

To discredit the call to the ministry is to 
discredit the message, and discredit God, 
who gave the call. A minister who cannot 
give the meaning in reply to the query: 
“Understandest thou what thou readest?” 
is but to be a blind leader of the blind.

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NEWS OF GENERAL INTEREST IN THE SECULAR WORLD 





The Japanese cruisers Chitose and 
Tokiwa, on board which is said to be $51,- 
460,000 in gold for the purchase of war 
supplies in this country for Russia, arrived 
from Japan at Victoria, B. C., Feb. 17, ac- 
cording to telegram received at San Fran- 
cisco. 


——During the last year 65,000,000 
pounds of aluminum were prepared and 
used in the world, which was an increase of 
thirty-three per cent. over the amount used 
in the previous year. A considerable pro- 
portion of this is used in the production of 
automobiles. 


— —Four German seaplanes made a raid 
over the east and southeast coasts of Eng- 
land, Feb. 20. The total casualties are 
given as two men and one boy killed and one 
marine wounded. Considerable material 
damage was done. Altogether, seventeen 
small high-explosive bombs were dropped. 


—In Chattanooga, Tenn., Feb. 21, two 
earth tremors were felt. The shocks rat- 
tled windows and caused excited inquiries 
as to the cause of the disturbance. In Ala- 
bama, Georgia, North Carolina, South Car- 
olina, and Virginia earth tremors lasting 
several seconds were felt, in some places 
distinct and in others faint. They occurred 
in the early evening. 





Berlin, Feb. 21.—Reports from Salz- 
burg state that there are fifty-five known 
dead as a result of a snow slide in tne 
Salzburg Alps. Forty-nine persons were in- 
jured and thirty are still missing. It is 
considered probable that all the fifty-two 
persons who were hurled into an abyss 
when the avalanche carried away an alpine 
shelter have perished. 


—In Hungary there has been sent to 
all school-teachers an official note, which 
reads as follows: “The royal Hungarian 
minister of education requests all teachers 
to pay special attention in the coming term 
to the respect and honor due to our ene- 
mies; that no hatred or contempt should 
enter the minds of the children against the 
brave men with whom their fathers are in 
deadly conflict, and that hate or contempt 
is not to be cultivated in the youthful 
mind.” 


——Free obituary notices are under crit- 
icism and have received much condemnation 
by many- newspaper editors, who met for 
the sessions of the Buckeye Press Associa- 
tion. Many said that their territory is in- 
fested with obituary poets of extraordinary 
prolific output and asserted that the flowery 
press eulogies are more difficult to publish 
than other kinds of reading matter. Then 
some think that too much space is given to 
persons and enterprises able to pay for such 
matter. 


——A new kind of railroad signal which 
has found favor is one which consists of a 
cylindrical tube, eight inches in diameter 
and two feet and a half long, which is 
placed on an iron post like the top of a let- 
ter T and which points down the road. It 
is painted inside and outside a jet black. 
The large round disk that encircles the tube 


is red on the side toward the approaching 
automobile or carriage and black on the 
side toward the track. Inside and near the 
open end of the tube are a red glass lens 
and a powerful incandescent light with a 
reflector. Day or night, whenever a train 
approaches, the light flashes on the red side 
of the disk. The signal gives an effective 
warning. One of these kind of signals is 
placed on either side of a grade crossing at 
Tropico, in California, by the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Company. They plan to in- 
stall others at crossings that, on account 
of a “blind” approach, or for any other 
reason, are specially dangerous. 





Washington, Feb. 15.—More than 
500 lepers at large in the United States 
constitute a menace of serious possibilities 
unless proper steps for segregation are tak- 
en, in the opinion of physicians, nurses, and 
others, who testified before the Senate 
Health Committee to-day in support of a 
bill to establish a national leprosarium. It 
was the consensus of opinion among those 
who testified that about fifty lepers were 
at large in New York City, eighty in Chi- 
cago, and at least one or two in each of 
the large cities throughout the country. 


—the National Institution for Moral 
Instruction will open a contest for a child’s 
code of morals, out of which it hopes to ob- 
tain a standard code for general use in the 
schools and homes of the country. Seventy 
code writers, appointed by State superin- 
tendents of education and other prominent 
educators, will compete, each submitting a 
code, limited to 3,000 words, and for the 
best a prize of $5,000 will be paid. Thou- 
sands of written and unwritten codes will 
be sifted by the contestants and the results 
are expected to reflect the principles of 
mothers, men of affairs, and educators 
throughout the United States. A board of 
three judges will select the best of the sev- 
enty codes submitted and efforts will be 
made to have it placed in general use in the 
schools. The old-fashioned precepts of 
right and wrong will be the basis of all the 
documents, but the institution expects the 
writers to go further than that and to have 
their codes embody rules of honor, courtesy, 
refinement, and industry. 


—As the results of higher standards of 
education, the number of graduates of med- 
ical schools in the United States has been 
reduced about forty per cent. in ten years 
—5,747 to 3,536. The number of medical 
schools has been reduced forty-three per 
cent.—from 166 to 95—in the last ten years, 
and the number enforcing “reasonable” 
standards for admission has increased from 
four to eighty-five in the same length of 
time. At a conference of the council on 
medicine in Chicago where these reports 
were given, other ideas were advanced for 
the betterment of the medical profession. 
Speakers denounced correspondence and oth- 
er quick educational medical schools which 
profess to turn out finished specialists in a 
few weeks. Surgeon General W. C. Gorgas 
said the medical corps must keep step with 
the proposed increases in the military pow- 
er of ‘the United States and that there 
must be in time of peace five physicians to 





every thousand soldiers, while in war this 
ratio probably might have to be doubled; 
he also showed how the lack of adequate 
medical men and facilities caused the sick- 
ness and death of thousands by typhoid fev- 
er during the war against Spain. 


——tThe aircraft promises to be of great 
and constantly growing value to the postal 
service, in the delivery of first-class mail 
and the speed with which it can be carried 
by aeroplanes—speed being always an im- 
portant consideration in the delivery of 
mail. The Post-office Department is asking 
for bids for carrying United States mail 
by aeroplanes over several routes in Alaska 
and over one along the seacoast in Massa- 
chusetts. The machines to be employed in 
the contemplated mail service must be capa- 
ble of transporting three thousand pounds 
of mail each. There are aeroplanes in mil- 
itary use now in Europe which successfully 
carry three times this weight in crew and 
materials and there is no reason why the 
aeroplanes may not be used successfully in 
America for carrying mails. 


——A portable and self-contained power- 
plant has been designed and patented by 
Mr. A. G. Watkins, of Philadelphia, which 
can be used wherever water moves at the 
rate of two miles an hour, which is less 
than that of the average stream. The Lit- 
erary Digest gives a description of it as 
follows: “The plant consists of two triangu- 
lar floats fastened together by iron rods to 
form a channel of decreasing width. A 
water-wheel is mounted in the narrow part. 
Between the floats and beneath the water 
there is an adjustable platform, set at a 
slight angle, so that, together with the 
floats, a wide-mouthed opening is formed, 
decreasing in its dimensions in three direc- 
tions toward the wheel. This has the effect 
of increasing the volume of water passing 
through the narrow opening and acting on 
the blades of the wheel. The float on one 
side houses a motor with.a series of gear 
wheels which multiply the power to such 
a degree that a one-half horse-power dyna- 
mo is effectively driven. The other side of 
the float contains a pump, and thus water 
or power may be secured as desired. The 
float is anchored to a tree or any other con- 
venient object. Where more power is want- 
ed several of these devices can be tied up 
one behind the other. At a place where 
the inventor demonstrated the plant, a line 
was run to the bridge appearing in the dis- 
tance, where twenty incandescent lamps of 
sixteen candle-power each were operated. 
One of these plants will soon be in opera- 
tion at St. Petersburg, Fla. It is said that 
the operation of the power plant in cold 
weather is not interferred with by ice for 
the reason that the motion of the water in 
the passage between the two floats prevents 
freezing. It is a device which farmers who 
have small streams running through their 
places should be interested in.” Another 
invention of interest is the ship brake, but 
it is in the first stage of advancement and 
needs to be better developed. It is designed 
to be thrown out from the side of a ship 
that is in danger of collision or grounding 
and thus add its resistance to the efforts of 
the propellers to arrest progress.

It is 
still published by The Christian Publishing 
Association, Dayton, Ohio, of which the 
Hon. O. W. Whitelock is president and 
Netum Rathbun, manager. Rev. J. P. 
Barrett, D. D., is editor. In 1908 the One 
Hundredth Anniversary of Religious Jour- 
nalism was celebrated at Portsmouth, N. H., 
and the proceedings published by The 
Christian Publishing Association under 
title, “Modern Light Bearers.” 

There were present at that gathering rep- 
resentatives of the religious press of this 
country, and not a voice was raised to dis- 
credit the claim of THE HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY to the priority in age of all the 
papers published in this, or any other coun- 
try. The matter has been fought out again 
and again and not once has the claim of 
THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY been dis- 
credited.

SOME CHANGES REMEMBERED 


My DEAR MR. REMINDER:—Your’ very 
earnest request, written on poor paper and 
in your usual bad English, reached me after 
a long delay. When I look at your writing 
I wonder why you don’t get a type-writer, 
but if you ever do, please get one that can 
spell correctly. Some of them do not. 

You ask me to tell you of a speech I made 
some time ago about singing, and knowing 
as I do that you don’t know anything about 
music, I shall kindly comply with your re- 
quest. 

It occurred on the occasion of a great 
“Home-coming Day” at one of our churches, 
at which I was the distinguished speak- 
er, and in honor of my coming Professor 
Harmonychord had prepared some special 
music, and had drilled a select number of 
choice singers until they could sing and no 
mistake. They had their inning in the even- 
ing, at which time they sang as their star 
piece “Emmanuel.” Now, Mr. Reminder, 
only those who, like yourself, do not under- 
stand music, can appreciate the modern 
way of singing. The wordless tone method, 
I think it is called, which being interpreted 
means that everything must be sacrificed 
in favor of the tone, even the tune. I was 
asked not long ago what kind of songs I 
liked best, and I said in my guileless way, 
the kind that had tunes to them; and really, 
Mr. Reminder, I do. You will recall that I 
never enjoyed your singing very much, be- 
cause I liked the tune method. But to re- 
turn and go back. You know that I never 
put myself forward, but when that number 
was completed I rose up unanimously, and 
spoke with the voice of one man, and I said 
loud enough to be heard all over the house: 
Brethren, the most of us have neither part 
nor lot in that sort of singing. We could 
neither keep the time, nor the tune, and it 
is a wonder to me that any one can. When 
we think of the crooks and the turns, the 
ups and the downs, the ins and the outs, the 
rests and the rushes, the dashes and the 
curves, the trills and the quivers, it is no 
wonder to me that it has no tune, but it is 
a wonder to me that any one can sing it. 
Brother Reminder, I must tell you that I 
arose to the occasion, whatever that may 
mean, and said, But why should we want 
to sing it, or why should we not want oth- 
ers to sing it? We old fellows run the 
music of the church for nigh onto forty 
years, and we took it out of the hands (or 
mouths, I should have said) and hearts of 
the older people when first we began, and 
now these young people, with their rich, 


full voices, and their good, warm hearts, 
are only doing us, as we did others, but we 
did the others first. And, said I, some of 
you may remember how the old folks 
squirmed, fretted, and fussed, and fumed, 
and pouted, and even though they knew 
their Lord, they refused to sing; and now 
we are doing just like the old folks of our 
boyhood and girlhood days did when we 
did just what these young people are now 
doing. And then turning to the young peo- 
ple, and lifting my voice as a preacher 
knows how, I said, Now listen to me, you 
young and thoughtless crowd, and hear one 
speaking from age and experience. Forty 
years from now you wil) be old, and the 
young folks of that day will rise up and 
put you out, and that right early, and 
you'll squirm, and twist, and complain, and 
fret just like us “old critters” are doing 
now. Brother Reminder, it has ever been 


‘ thus, and will continue to be thus to the 


end of time, and a few days longer than 
that maybe, and a resolution passed by the 
Ladies’ Aid would not change it. Why, 
Mr. Reminder, I well remember that when 
I began the ministry there were no organs 
in our churches, and choirs were unknown, 
and church orchestras were yet unheard of, 
and song books were scarce, and note-books 
were rarities. It was then the custom of 
the preacher to read two lines of the hymn, 
and after the congregation had sung them, 
to read two more, and on in that fashion 
until the entire hymn had been sung. It 
was called “lining the hymn,” and it was to 
the people of that day a part of the wor- 
ship. Elder D——, one of the great preach- 
ers of my early acquaintance, told me that 
one time, on a beautiful May morning, he 
was holding service at old Fellowship 
church, and had just arose to line the hymn, 
when he saw a loose horse pass the open 
door of the church. It was the custom then 
to ride horseback to church, or “walk 
across the fields.” He knew that the owner 
of the horse would be glad to secure it, and 
especially so, seeing that it had a woman’s 
saddle on it. He had read one line of the 
hymn, and without changing his tone of 
voice, or the emphasis, he made the an- 
nouncement, which, with the lines of the 
hymn, were as follows: . 

Jesus my all to heaven is gone, 


There goes a loose horse with a woman’s 
saddle on. 


Well, the dear old preachers held on to 
lining the hymns for a good long time, but 
it went, and it went forever, and will never 
come back. Yes, Mr. Reminder, I remember 
the introduction of organs into our church- 
es, especially into the churches of the terri- 
tory of my own conference, and what a time 
we did have. It beat the times, and the 
times and a half, and the half times, of 
Millerism in 1848. Well, they got in, but 
they had to sit in front of the preacher, 
for no such thing as “setting off a part of 
the congregation to do the singing by ma- 
chinery” was to be tolerated in the good old 
days of my early life. But somehow the 


| 
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organs not only got into the churches, but 
they got over in the corner, and behind 
them a choice lot of young people, who 
selected songs that nobody could sing. And, 
Mr. Reminder, you may not believe it, but 
after while in came the fiddle, and the 
piano, and the flute, and the cornet, and the 
dulcimer, and the sackbut, and the harp, 
and the psaltry, and the little drum, and the 
big drum, and all manner of wind instru- 
ments, and stringed instruments, and all 
other kinds, both ancient and modern, new 
and old, and no one has yet risen up to 
smite them, and I guess none will be found 
to do it. Yes, Mr. Reminder, they have 
come to stay. Oh, of course the singing is 
nothing like it was when only a few, if any, 
in the congregation knew one note from 
another, but then WE did the singing, you 
know. 


And, Mr. Reminder, while I am about it, 
I might as well mention a few other things 
that were, but which are not, and never 
will be again. I remember when it was 
the custom of our preachers to kneel in the 
pulpit when first they entered it, and they 
insisted that the whole congregation should 
kneel when the public prayer was offered. 
My, me, Mr. Reminder, that would be a 
curiosity now, wouldn’t it? It sounds like 
ancient history, but I was urged never to 
enter the pulpit without kneeling and pray- 
ing for help. It was a beautiful sight, Mr. 
Reminder, to see the man of God on his 
knees in the place where later he was to 
stand and proclaim salvation from sin, but 
the vision has faded, and the preacher now 
enters through the back door, and lifts his 
hand, and the congregation stands and 
sings the doxology, and they have what 
they call the invocation, and the call to re- 
pentance is heard no more in the land. Oh, 
I tell you, Mr. Reminder, some things are 
different from what they once were, and 
even more than that in some places. 


But I must tell you of another thing 
which you may be surprised to hear, for it 
sounds strange to me now, it occurred so 
long ago. One morning in one of the larg- 
est churches of my conference, of which I 
was then pastor, I insisted that the con- 
gregation be seated by families, and in my 
talk I drew some mighty pretty pictures of 
how that large, and intelligent, and wealthy, 
and religious congregation would look, were 
the husbands and wives seated together. I 
tell you, Mr. Reminder, I threw my whole 
soul into that appeal, and with pathos and 
with eloquence, and with jestures previous- 
ly prepared and ofttimes practiced, I 
urged my congregation to heed my appeal 
before it was too late, and when I had con- 
cluded one of the influential members of 
the church arosé and said, “We would have 
it understood that when this house was 
dedicated, it was dedicated one-half to be 
used by the brethren, and the other half 
by the sisters,” and pointing to the side 
nearest to him, said, most impressively, 
“This side is for the men,” and pointing to 
the other side, “and that side is for the 
women, and it was dedicated that way, and 
that is the way it must be seated as long 
as I have anything to do with this here 
church.” 

I was back there not long ago, and 
I found that the dedicatorial formula had 


been ignored, and not only did husbands 
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and wives sit together in orderly fashion, 
but those who wanted to be, as well. Oh, I 
tell you, Mr. Reminder, you might as well 
get ready for the changes that await you 
in this life, as well as in the life to come, 
for the young and inexperienced of this 
world are wise enough to remodel the moral 
code, and give the All Wise mind pointers 
on eugenics. 


And there was a custom in my conference 
in an early day, to have some good old 
preacher, with a strong voice, and a long 
coat, give an exhortation during the session 
of conference to men to come forward and 
join the ministry, and when the exhortation 
would come to an end, as all earthly things 
must do, the whole congregation would rise 
and sing some stirring hymn, and those 
whom the Lord had called to preach, would 
walk up the isle and give the brother their 
hand and be enrolled among “the preaching 
brethren” of the conference. My, me, Mr. 
Reminder, how things have changed. I can 
not begin to tell you of the gauntlet that 
prospective preachers have to run now, nor 
of the braves that line his path, nor the 
many details of the two, three, or four 
years’ course of study, nor the committees 
before whom they must stand and be judged 
ere they are clothed with authority to don 
the cloth: And tell me, Mr. Reminder, Oh, 
tell me, what has become of the loud Amens, 
and the deep groans, and the awful strug- 
gles, and the mighty strivings, and the fer- 
vent yearnings, and the loud prayers, of 
the old-time congregations, and the hand of 
fellowship, all of which entered into and 
made our communion sweet. Gone! Yes, 
and gone never to return no more forever. 
The memory of them is sweet, and I am 
glad that we may recall them in thought, 
but that is as far as we can go, and it is 
no manner of use, Mr. Reminder, for us to 
pine away and die because things have 
changed. We had better hitch on some- 
where, and do our share the few remaining 
days we have to live, in bringing this old 
world to a knowledge of salvation in Jesus 
Christ. Of course you and I will never 
subscribe to the new and scientific ways, but 
we will submit to them just the same, and 
as for myself and not another, I intend to 
do it gracefully, and better than that, after 
I have done it a few times. We are indeed 
living in a new day, and the strange and 
startling things that are coming to pass 
staggers one like me, but I remember, Mr. 
Reminder that in my long and eventful life, 
I have changed a few things, and hope to 
do better in the future than I have done in 
the past. 


But to return and go back again. The 
Christian Endeavor was opposed, and it is 
written in the books of the Christians, that 
at one time some mighty strong and well- 
to-do preachers publically,and with intention 
aforethought, opposed missions, and ques- 
tioned the good of Sunday-schools, and so 
it has ever been thus, and thus it will ever 
be, world without end, and the opposer will 
perish from the memory of men, and be for- 
gotten forever, and a few days longer, may- 
be. It is said that when Bishop Asbury 
dedicated the first Methodist College of 
these United States, he took for his text, 
“There is death in the pot,” and warned the 
good Methodist against the danger of edu- 
cation, and told them that the educated 


preacher would not have the revival spirit, 
which he interpreted to be the one thing 
needful for Methodism. Well, Mr. Remind- 
er, were a great Bishop of the Methodist 
Church to talk that way now, the church 
would rise up and smite him, and would 
take from him his ecclesiastical robe, and 
give it to another, and tell the benighted 
Bishop to depart and be at peace. 

I know, Mr. Reminder, that I have told 
you more than you wanted to know, but 
not more than you ought to know, for it is 
not likely that you will ever know too much, 
so I will close, hoping that you may do the 
same. JEDEKIAH.

Introduction 


The central idea in the writing of the 
letter to the Hebrews is that true con- 
stancy in the Christian faith is indispensa- 
ble to the entrance into the rest of God 
which He has promised to His people. Je- 
sus Christ has not only gone personally 
into this rest, but He is the only actual 
Mediator of this entrance for all who be- 
lieve in Him; because He, as Son, is the 
perfect Mediator, infinitely exalted above 
all the Mediators of divine revelation. 

The essential idea in this lesson is a sur- 
vey by way of encouragement, of the his- 
tory of the believing forefathers of the 
Hebrews. 


Comments 


1. Edifying patterns of faith down to 
Abraham. Vs. 1-7. 
Faith is the assurance that we have the 


things that we hope for, the conviction of 
the reality of the things not seen with the 
physical eye, it is the vision of the spiritual 
eye. There is a scientific faith in the real- 
ity of the world in which we live; there is 
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a@ moral faith in the value and reality of the 
moral life; and there is an evangelical faith 
in the reality and saving power of Jesus 
Christ, corresponding to all the needs of the 
soul. As proof satifies the understanding, 
so faith satisfies the soul. 


2. The example of Abraham and Sarah. 
Vs. 8-12. 

The pilgrimage of Abraham is a figure 
of our earthly pilgrimage. To the believer 
the Word of God is sufficient; as a com- 
mand to set out, as a directory of the way, 
as nourishment of the journey. The lead- 
ings of God are often and it is not unfre- 
quently difficult for men to follow them; 
but faith which clings to God’s Word and 
faithfulness, receives light and power. 
Faith triumphs over outward afflictions and 
over inward assaults. It is not enough to 
have received a call from God, we must 
abide in this clear to the end of the journey. 


3. Following the example of Abraham 
and Sarah, we have a glance at the patri- 
archs, with a special prominence given to 
the faith manifestetd by Abraham in offer- 
ing up his son. Vs. 18-19. 

4. We have examples of Isaac, Jacob, 
and Joseph. Vs. 20-22. 


5. We then have an example of Moses, 
following the faithfulness of those connect- 
ed with the Hebrews before the time of 
Moses. Vs. 23-29. 


6. We then have an array of the wit- 
nesses to the faith from the conquest of 
Canaan to the time of the Maccabees. Vs. 
30-40. 


All the great leaders from the time of 
the conquest of Canaan among the proph- 
ets, priests, and kings were included in the 
term elders. The triumphs of faith in 
the past form the basis for the faith of the 
Hebrews and of all Christians for all fu- 
ture time. Nowhere else is there such an 
array of argument by worthy examples to 
prove the basis of faith. 


The sacred writer says and what shall I 
more say? It seems that he had gone to 
the limit of the need for proof, but real- 
ized that, if these were not sufficient exam- 
ples, there were many more that might be 
cited. He then gave a panoramic view, in 
rapid succession, of the names of those that 
occurred to him, not following the chrono- 
logical order: Gideon.—A striking example 
of the power of faith, conquering with three 
hundred men one hundred and thirty thou- 
sand. Barak.—Who delivered Israel from 
the power of Jaban, king of Canaan. Sam- 
son.—Whose strength was used through 
faith for overpowering Israel’s enemies. 
Jephthah.—Whom God used though weak 
for wonderful power. David.—Whose faith 
in childhood was strong, in manhood was 
stronger in his relation to Saul, and in his 
maturity with prophetic faith foresaw the 
coming of Jesus Christ. Samuel and the 
prophets.—Samuel ruled Israel and formed 
the transition between the judges and the 
kings, and trained the prophets in the 
schools that he established for that purpose. 
It is one of the strong characteristics of 
the prophets to have faith. Subdued king- 
doms. Joshua and David were engaged in 
subduing kingdoms for the establishment of 
righteousness. The great central idea of 
the religious life of Israel was righteous- 
ness, living in the right relation with God 
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and man was their central theme. Obtained 
promises. There have been many exceed- 
ing and precious promises, but by faith we 
have not only obtained them, but shall see 
them fulfilled. David, Samson, and Daniel 
had something to do with lions, but they all

came out unscathed by the power of this 
most ferocious animal. The three Hebrew 
children, with whom every Hebrew should 
be acquainted, quenched the fire of the fiery 
furnace by the power of their faith and 
faithfulness to duty and to God. David, 
Mordecai, and thousands of other He- 
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brews had by faith escaped the edge of 
the sword by faith in God. Every victory 
in Hebrew history was a proof of this truth. 
From weakness were made strong. God al- 
ways strengthened them when they followed 
Him. Many times they wandered away 
from God and lost their power, but every 
time that they returned unto God, He re- 
newed their strength and verified His prom- 
ises to strengthen them when they were 
faithful to Him. 


Women received their dead—The widow 
of Zaraphath and Shumanite received back 
to life. The widow of Nain, and Mary and 
Martha; the former, her son; and the later 
two, their brother, resurrected from the 
dead through faith. Not accepting deliver- 
ance—Many, rather than deny the faith, ac- 
cepted death and became martyrs to the 
truth and the reality of the religion that 
they professed. A better resurrection— 
They preferred death here for the better 
resurrection of the spiritual nature in sal- 
vation through faith. 


Mocking and scourging—The cruel treat- 
ment that has come to those who have been 
true to their faith in religion, it seems, 

- could have nothing less than wicked devices 
of the devil himself. They were stoned. 
Persecutions did not begin at Pentecost, or 
at the Spanish Inquisition, but people have 
suffered through all time for their faith in 
God and it is remarkable that generally 
the persecuted have been faithful even un- 
to death when it was necessary. Tempted 
—Many inducements have been made to the 
people of God to abandon their loyalty to 
His kingdom, but faith to Him has been 
their salvation. Not worthy—The world 
has never realized the real worth of such 
characters as are willing for their faith to 
wander about in the deserts, mountains, 
and caves to defend themselves against 
those who would rob them of their loyalty 
to God. Such have had the witness borne 
to them that they were righteous and faith- 
ful in their service to Him. They did not 
receive the promise. ‘They lived in a time 
before the promised Messiah should come, 
but they were faithful and looked forward 
to His coming with unfaltering faith. God 
having promised some better thing con- 
cerning us—The gospel is the fulfillment of 
God’s promise in salvation and redemption 
through faith in Him who has come, and 
this is a better thing than was enjoyed by 
those who lived before He came. 


Therefore let us also—This is the conclu- 
sion and exhortation after the argument 
was made complete and convincing beyond 
dispute. Seeing that we are compassed about 
by such a cloud of witnesses—The witnesses 
are so many that the figure regards them 
as a cloud and sufficient to convince any 
one that argument could convince that faith 
is the victory which shall overcome the 
world, and that all should enter upon the 
race with patience which is willing to suffer 
and sacrifice and serve, by looking unto Je- 
sus, who is not only the author but the 
finisher of our faith. Christ set the race 
before us. We can look unto Him who 
gave us the faith to run the course and 
will perfect that faith to enable us not to 
falter in the way of salvation if we will 
keep our eye of faith upon Him to the end.

I should like to keep that “want” stand- 
ing on every page of The Christian En- 
deavor World for a year to come, until the 
idea should be burned into the hearts of all 
its readers. 

Wanted—leaders in every Christian En- 
deavor society, in every union, in every 
State organization. 

Wanted—leaders to show the way, to as- 
sume responsibilities, to bring things to 
pass. 

Wanted—leaders who are consecrated and 
devoted and unselfish. 

Wanted—leaders who are not afraid of 
hard work. 

Wanted—leaders who are not always 
seeking the back seat and the soft seat and 
the “easy berth,” 

Why do some few societies die, or, what 
is just as bad, live at a poor, dying rate? 

Because they lack a leader. 

Why are others conspicuously ‘successful 
throughout a long series of years? 

Because they possess a leader. 

Why does a union sometimes fade and 
shrink for a time, and lack vitality and 
vigor? 

Because no leader has taken hold of it. 

Why does the same union often after a 
time take on a new lease of life, grow in 
numbers and interest, and double and quad- 
ruple the attendance at its meetings? 

Because at last it has found a man to 
lead it. 

It is in no wise paradoxical to say that 
this man may be a woman—and a quiet, 
unassuming, womanly woman at that. 


There is room for any number of leaders 
in the same society. One does not crowd 
out another. Every committee needs one 
or more. Every meeting needs many. Ev- 
ery convention needs scores of them. 

I am weary of hearing of “peculiar so- 
cieties,” and of our “peculiar circum- 
stances.” The trouble with your “peculiar 
society,” my friend, is that it is a leader- 
less society. The matter with your “pecu- 
liar circumstances” is that you have not 
leadership enough to master them. 


But you say, “I do not understand; we 
cannot all be leaders; some must follow.” 

In the sense I mean, you can all be lead- 
ers. You cannot all be presidents, to be 
sure, or secretaries, or chairmen of the 
Lookout Committee; but that is of very 
little consequence. The leader will lead, 
whether elected to any office or not; and 
there is a place of leadership for every 
Christian Endeavorer. However large the 
society, there is always room for one more 
leader. 

The leader should never be opinionated, 
self-willed, masterful. The commander may 
be all that, but there is no room for even 
a single commander in a Christian En- 
deavor society. The leader goes before, 
shows the way, invites, persuades, entreats, 
and never gets angry if he is not followed. 
He seeks out the more excellent way. He 
walks in it himself. He opens up possibil- 
ities of service. He beckons by his own 
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bright, strong life. He inspires; he wins; 
he shows the gladness of service. 

He (or, of course, she) may be the least 
obtrusive of Endeavorers, quiet, gentle, un- 
assuming; but he brings things to pass. 
Things are accomplished in that society. 
Above all, the true leader follows his Lead- 
er. You know the game the boys play, 
called “follow your leader.” Through thick 
and thin, over hill and dale, through hedges 
and over walls, they go, as they follow. So, 
metaphorically, the leader in the Christian 
Endeavor society follows the great Leader, 
Christ. He runs “in His steps.” He seeks 
Him always in the’ quiet Morning Watch 
and he is seldom at a loss where or how to 
go during the day. 

Dear friend, is your society ailing? I 
hope not; but, if it is, this is one trouble, 
I am confident: you are leaderless. The 
remedy is to find a leader, or many leaders; 
to be yourself the leader who shall follow 
the Leader. Write up this requirement 


high, and keep it in view until your society 
takes on new life and power.—Reprinted 
From “The C. E. World.”

He that gath- 
ereth in summer is a wise son: but he that sleepeth 
in harvest is a son that causeth shame. Blessings 
are upon the head of the just: but violence covereth 
the mouth of the wicked. The memory of the just 
is blessed: but the name of the wicked shall rot. The 
wise in heart will receive commandments: but a prat- 
ing fool shall fall. He that walketh uprightly walk- 
eth surely: but he that perverteth his ways shall be 
known. He that winketh with the eye causeth sor- 
row: but a prating fool shall fall. The mouth of a 
righteous man is a well of life: but violence covereth 
the mouth of the wicked. Hatred stirreth up strifes: 
but love covereth all sins. In the lips of him that 
hath understanding wisdom is found: but a rod is 
for the back of him that is void of understanding. 
Wise men lay up knowledge: but the mouth of the 
foolish is near destruction. The rich man’s wealth 
is his strong city: the destruction of the poor is 
their poverty. The labour of the righteous tendeth 
to life: the fruit of the wicked to sin. He is in the 
way of life that keepeth instruction: but he that re- 
fuseth reproof erreth. He that hideth hatred with 
lying lips, and he that uttereth a slander, is a fool. 
In the multitude of words there wanteth not sin: but 
he that refraineth his lips is wise. The tongue of 
the just is as choice silver: the heart of the wicked is 
little worth. The lips of the righteous feed many: 
but fools die for want of wisdom. The blessing of 
the Lord, it mak rich, and he addeth no sorrow 
with it. It is as sport to a fool to do mischief: but 
a man of understanding hath wisdom. he fear of 
the wicked, it shall come upon him: but the desire 
of the righteous shall be granted. As the whirlwind 
passeth, so is the wicked no more: but the righteous 
is an everlasting foundation. As vinegar to the 
teeth, and as smoke to the eyes, so is the sluggard to 
them that send him. The fear of the Lord prolong- 
eth days: but the years of the wicked shall be short- 
ened. The hope of the righteous shall be gladness: 
but the expectation of the wicked shall perish. The 
way of the Lord is strength to the upright: but de- 
struction shall be to the workers of iniquity. The 
righteous shall never be removed: but the wicked 
shall not inhabit the earth. The mouth of the just 
brin: forth wisdom: but the froward tongue shall 
be cut off. The lips of the righteous know what is 
acceptable: but the mouth of the wicked speaketh 
frowardness. 


The Leader: 


The great majority of persons fail in 
their life. Appleton’s “Cyclopedia of Amer- 
ican Biography” gives slightly more than 
15,000 persons who have achieved distinc- 
tion since the United States became a na- 
tion. During this time at least 100,000,000 
persons have reached adult life and died in 
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this country. Our topic to-night deals with 
the causes why so many people do not count 
positively in human uplift. The Bible tells 
us to seek God first and all these other 
things will be added to us. Is the chief 
cause of life failure not due to men’s 
placing other things before God? 

Topics for Brief Essays or Talks: The 
Primacy of Spiritual Things; Infidelity and 
Littleness; The Religion of the World’s 
Great Men; Education as a Success Guar- 
antee; Selfishness and Failure; Optimism 
and Doing Things; Sin and Failure; The 
Secret of Real Achievement; Humility and 
Greatness; Service and Success.

We grant you that if we are to get the 
$20,000.00 for Home Missions this year, all 
of the folks will have to get to work and 
see that there are a larger number of gifts 
than ever before. 


Two people sent the first Day’s Wage on 
the 23d of the month, three days ahead of 
time. Mrs. Earl Penrod, Silver Lake, Ind., 
sent the first day’s wage that we received, 
and the second was from Mr. George Clauss 
of Arthur, New York. 


I have just completed Mr. Agar’s book, 
“Church Finance, a Study of Wrong Meth- 
ods and How to Improve Them.” I want 
personally to recommend the book to all the 
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official boards of churches and pastors also. 
I do not believe that a better thing could 
be done than for the official board of a 
church to take the book and form a study 
class, using it as a text book. 

It is a book that does not simply give the 
finance of the church from a business stand- 
point, but puts it in a way that grips one. 

I heard Mr. Agar give the most of the 
thoughts of the book in addresses at the 
Laymen’s Conference in Dayton. The per- 
sonality of the man counts for a great deal, 
but he gets much of it into his book. He is 
a man of strong spiritual power, coupled 
with the experience of life on the foreign 
field, where he was stricken with a disease 
which almost stopped all his activities; now 
an efficiency expert on the home field, makes 
his message seem to be backed by other 
than mere argument. The book can be se- 
cured from The Christian Publishing Asso- 
ciation at 50c. 


I am not going to find fault with the man 
who counts if he does not insist that figures 
are things which tell everything. I am 
learning these days that there is something 
that counts with the Lord that we cannot 
express in figures. I am led to make this 
remark in trying to-sum up the work of the 
Christian Church in the’ Home Mission 
Field. 

When we look at the things that we have 
done, so that we can sum them up, perhaps 
there is not much that we are able to boast 
of, but we are to remember that we are but 
apart of the great forces of God that are 
at work in this country. The thing that we 
ought to do, is to do the thing that we 
do well, so that our part of the wall may 
be built without a breach. 

We are but a part of the workers who 
are working toward a great plan in the 
mind of the Master Builder. We believe 
that His plan is for America to have a 
great part in the evangelization of the 
world. In order that this may be brought 
about America must be a vessel made fit 
to bear the word of life. Although our 
home mission work may not count big, as 
standing alone, yet we are not able to tell 
but that we are at an important point in 
the structure. A twelve-year-old boy may 
not count for much as he stands alone, but 
placed in the position of Joseph in Egypt 
he becomes a great factor in the history of 
the world. In measuring the importance 
of the home mission work of the Christian 
Church we are unable to tell but little until 
time has revealed how true we have been 
to the duties that are assigned to us. 

We can cite you to the effect of the work 
of the Church in the past and to many of 
the strongest churches which have grown 
out of the work of other days. May we not 
feel that the work of the present is just as 
effectual? 


THE WYOMING SUPERINTENDENT 


For several months since the time of the 
meeting of the Mission Board I have been 
spending much thought and endeavor to get 
the right man for the work which the Home 
Board is attempting in Wyoming the com- 
ing year, looking toward a permanent foun- 
dation for the future Church in that grow- 
ing State. Rev. W. S. Alexander, of Bis- 
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marck, IIl., has consented to take the super- 
intendency of the field. 

Brother Alexander is a graduate of Un- 
ion Christian College, and is well equipped 
both educationally and with experience for 
the work that he is taking up. We believe 
that his evangelistic spirit, coupled with a 
strong personality and tactful disposition 
make him especially fitted for the Frontier. 
Already though he is yet in the very be- 
ginning of the prime of life he has organ- 
ized and built one church near his own 
home in Illinois. He was for six years 
pastor of his home church and is thoroughly 
loyal to the Christian Church. As he goes 
to the field in the West with his family of a 
wife and five children he will need the pray- 
ers and the support of the whole brother- 
hood. 


One of our home mission pastors has 
written that he wants a number of the 
tracts that we have here for free distribu- 
tion and that he expects to give them out 
one each Sunday and find out the next 
Sunday how many have read them. That 
is the thing that we are seeking to get the 
churches to do.

A WORD FROM AN EAST AFRICAN 
MISSIONARY 


The following, by J. D. Pointer, of East 
Africa, which we copy from Missionary 
News, gives in brief, a very vivid picture 
of some of the needs and calls that appeal 
to missionaries in non-Christian lands for 
help; and of the willing but self-sacrificing 
spirit with which true missionaries give 
themselves to the work. 

“I go with $350 to build (in part) a house 
that will cost at least $850. I go to meet 
fifteen native workers or pastors of as 
many stations with not one dollar to offer 
them for support. I go to meet twelve oth- 
er pastors who are getting inadequate sup- 
-port. I go to meet boys and girls, begging 
for a chance to learn to read and to have 
and own a Testament, without a dollar to- 
ward supplying their needs. I go to meet 
new Christians asking for marriage, bap- 
tism, and church membership. I go to meet 
new converts begging for teachers from 
sections where there are no gospel centers. 
I go to native chiefs and to vast multitudes 
of raw heathen to tell the Old Gospel Story 
which to them is new. I go leaving my 
wife and babies behind, not knowing when 
I may see them again or have them with 
me. But I go rejoicing, glad of the privi- 
lege, feeling that with me are God, the 
Church, the Mission Board, the prayers, 
and interest of my brethren on the field.” 


A WIDE-AWAKE CHURCH 
Fruits of Missionary Work in Brazil 


There are some bright spots in the “Dark 
Continent.” A writer in the Missionary 
Review for February, 1916, gives an inter- 
esting sketch of the Presbyterian church of 
Rio de Janeiro, the reading or study of 
which may yield some helpful suggestions, 
some strengthening of faith, and some in- 
spiration to the missionaries and native 
workers in our own mission fields—Japan 
and Porto Rico; yes, and to our workers in 
the home land. 

“The above-mentioned church was organ- 
ized fifty years ago, by Rev. A. G. Simp- 
son, the first Presbyterian missionary to 
Brazil. Two years later Rev. Jose Manoel 
da Conceicao, an accomplished priest and 
eloquent orator, was converted from Roman 
Catholicism, and ordained in this church as 
the first native preacher. 


“In 1873 a church building was erected 
with a seating capacity of 600. To this was 
added some time later a gallery that would 
seat 300 more. 

“In 1897 the membership had increased 
to 585, and in eighteen years the member- 
ship increased to 1,895 members. In 1897 
the church had one other preaching station. 
To-day there are five organized churches 
which worship in their own buildings, be- 
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sides twelve congregations, ten of which 
have no buildings. In the same period their 
contributions for all purposes have in- 
creased from $8,000 to $14,000. 

“All this work, including the Sunday- 
schools in all the churches and congrega- 
tions, is directed by nine native preachers 
and teachers, and there is not an American 
Presbyterian missionary in all the terri- 
tory of this Presbytery—a territory nearly 
as large as France. The contributions of 
this Rio de Janeiro Presbytery for the 
year 1914, for all purposes, amounted to 
$50,000.” (This certainly speaks well for 
the native preachers and churches.) “From 
this church have gone out twelve preachers 
of the gospel, and at present four mem- 
bers are preparing to preach. 

“This society, which is the strongest in 
Brazil, does good work among the prisoners, 
explaining the gospel and giving evangel- 
ical tracts; also sends pamphlets by mail 
to the gentlemen of good social and political 
position, and occasionally distributes thou- 
sands of tracts on the streets. 

“If we want a strong and living Church 
it is necessary that every believer should 
read his Bible every day, as well as some 
evangelistic book; that he should pray fer- 
vently; do his daily work honestly and 
diligently; that in every place, by his life 
and words, and by evangelistic efforts, he 
should do something daily for the advance- 
ment of the Kingdom of God; that he should 
have some special work in the church, and 
that he contend constantly against the in- 
iquity of this world, against the religious 
indifference, against the social corruption, 
against the superstition, idolatry, and the 
fetichism of the Roman worship, against 
the heretical doctrines of the modern spir- 
itualists and their medical charlatanism. 
Finally he must strive for the animation 
of all the lukewarm believers who forget 
their church, and the greatest privilege in 
the world is to cooperate with Christ in 
leading souls from the darkness of sin to 
the light of the Eternal Life and Love of 
God.” 


If such requirements are expected of 
converts from the heathenism and Roman- 
ism of Brazil, should anything less be ex- 
pected of converts and church members in 
(so-called) Christian America? 


A UNIQUE CONDITION OF CHURCH MEMBER- 
SHIP 


We are told that some missions in Korea 
require of their converts that they lead at 
least one person to Christ before being re- 
ceived into the church, this fact being taken 
as an evidence of the genuineness of their 
conversion. In this country, with some, it 
seems that about all that is required in or- 
der to become members of church is to go 
forward and extend the hand to the preach- 
er; and perhaps nod assent to a few formal 
questions. Of course no finite mind may 
know with absolute certainty the mind and 
heart of another. But we do believe that 
in many instances more care should be 
taken in the reception of members to the 
church; that more direct personal teaching 
should be given, or personal knowledge ob- 
tained. There can be no real affinity with 
spiritual things, no real interest and joy 
in the service of the church—if it be a spir- 
itually live church, to the individual who

DR. MAC CALMAN’S ILLNESS 


Throughout the denomination the follow- 
ing, with respect to the improved physical 
condition of Dr. MacCalman will be read 
with deep satisfaction. It is taken from 
The Starkey Monthly: 


In the January Monthly it was stated 
that Dr. MacCalman, our seminary chap- 
lain, was in Baltimore, where he was tak- 
ing treatment for an obscure complaint, 
from which he had been suffering a long 
time. When President Summerbell was re- 
turning from North Carolina he stopped 
off at Baltimore and paid Dr. MacCalman 
a short call. He found him in the reclining 
pesture which his treatment required, and 
happily suffering less than before he left 
Lakemont. The _ specialists connect his 
troubles with pus pockets, which the X-rays 
discovered about the roots of some of his 
teeth, and with a partially diseased bone, 
which they are to remove. They assure us 
.that what they are doing will insure relief 
and recovery, although they expect that he 
will be some time in their hands. His 
friends here are very anxious about him, 
and are delighted to know that his suffer- 
ing has been mitigated already and that 
there is hope of a definite cure. Our friend 
is too valuable to the village and to the 
seminary to be missing from our work over- 
long. But with all he has endured, his 
courage is undaunted and his faith is firm 
that the good Lord has further use for 
him in His kingdom. 


COLLEGES AND CITIZENSHIP 
The last number of Education, a journal 
devoted to cultural activities in the United 
States, contains an article by President 
Harper, of Elon College, on Colleges and 
Citizenship. It was written in President 
Harper’s usual lucid style and presents 
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clear-cut conclusions as to the relation the 
college bears to the making of a citizen. 


President Harper contends that the col- 
lege, having received its right to be from 
the State, should show its gratitude by rec- 
ognizing the obligations that such privilege 
would properly call for. Obedience to law 
is first cited as a proper expectation on the 
part of the State from the school or college. 
The college has no right to plead for special 
privilege, or to assert the sanction of cus- 
tom in condoning a breach of law. There 
is no environment surrounding college life 
that should secure immunity. A man who 
breaks the law is a criminal, no matter 
what his position may be. Certainly the 
fact that he is a student does not excuse 
him. The commercial corporation that in- 
sists on breaking the law of the State loses 
its charter. Should not the same principle 
apply to the college? Should it indeed not 
apply here first? 


One cannot but pause here to recognize 
that this is a new note in the college world, 
certainly when one recalls it is uttered by 
a college president. Whatever may have 
been the reason, there has been a kind of 
tacit sanction of the depredations of college, 
students. The public has gone far to over- 
look their breaking of the law, probably 
because they have not considered they 
meant to offend society. The moral senti- 
ment of the community is developing fast 
against extending special privilege to the 
college student in enfringing upon the laws 
of the State. And why not? Who should 
have a more intelligent appreciation of the 
value of obedience to law than the young 
men of our higher institutions of learning? 
Should they not be expected to lead society 
in this respect as well as in others? If ex- 
tending to them the highest privileges of 
State protection and aid, may we not well 
expect they will cooperate with the power 
that makes such privileges possible? 


President Harper further notes, and any 
who follow the cause of higher education in 
this country will have been made aware 
of the validity of his contention, that. years 
are adding to the recognition of the sanc- 
tity of the law in the eyes of the college 
student and college authorities. It speaks 
much for the advantage of education that 
the colleges are generally taking higher 
ground in this respect, with the ultimate 
hope that the most law-abiding element of 
our citizenship will be the body of young 
men who represent the certain leadership 
of the future. 


President Harper further contends that 
the State has a right to expect that one of 
the most certain results of the advantages 
it offers the student will be the ability and 
the willingness to recognize the social im- 
plications of his life-work. He must be 
ready to subordinate his individual inter- 
ests to those of the social whole. To make 
this plain to the young man or woman who 
sits under his teaching is one of the most 
certain of the duties of the college instruc- 
tor. It is this sense of the social values 
of life that should enable the young man 
and woman trained under the exceptional 
advantages of college life willing to seek to 
correlate his individual task with the cor- 
porate whole in such a way as to minister 
to the welfare of the public generally. 
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Moreover the State looks to the college 
man to use his best endeavor in creating 
wholesome public sentiment. Public opin- 
ion is molded by certain forces that are 
brought to bear upon the social conscious- 
ness. Personality is the element that 
counts here and of no one should more be 
expected than from the college man. It 
may be confidently expected that increas- 
ingly will the college man take his place 
among the ranks of those who shape our 
policies, domestic and foreign, and that the 
office will more and more seek the man who 
holds himself ready to respond to the call 
for public service in politics or from what- 
ever source the call may come. 


MEETING OF THE COUNCIL OF 
CHURCH BOARDS 

The fifth annual meeting of the Council 
of Church Boards of Education was held 
in the assembly room of the Sherman 
Hotel, Chicago, January 19 and 20. Three 
organizations were received into member- 
ship: the Evangelical Lutheran Church, the 
United Brethren in Christ, and the Mis- 
sionary and Stewardship Committee of the 
Reformed Church in the United States. 

The report of the treasurer showed a bal- 
ance on hand of $111.63. Among the items 
reported from the Executive Committee 
and adopted by the Council was a call for 
ten dollars from each Board to defray the 
expenses of the Council, progressive action 
in the outlining of the national campaign 
in the interests of education and of secur- 
ing a permanent secretary for the same. 
A budget of $7,500 was unanimously adopt- 
ed for the first year of the campaign, 
January 1, 1916, to January 1, 1917, and 
apportionments made to all the denomina- 
tional representatives of the council. The 
apportionment made to the Christian Con- 
vention was $200. 


The appended report with the supple- 
ment will make clear the scope of the pro- 
posed campaign: 


1. The immediate objective is twofold: 
(1) to gather facts with which to impress 
the fundamental importance of Christian 
education; and (2) to use such facts as a 
means of impressing upon selected commu- 
nities the importance of Christian educa- 
tion, and as a means of demonstrating the 
wise and effective method of impressing 
these facts upon the people. These two 
lines of activity should be carried forward 
at the same time, work in both directions 
proceeding at once. 

Your committee recommends that the ef- 
fort to impress the fundamental importance 
of Christian education shall be understood 
to include: (1) Christian education through 
denominational schools and colleges; (2) 
religious work at State universities; (3) 
religious education through the home and 
local church organizations; and (4) relig- 
ious instruction in independent schools and 
colleges, and in the publie, schools. 

2. The temporary secretary shall gather 
from the various boards and agencies, and 
other sources, such facts as are available 
and put them into form as printed matter, 
charts, pictures, and lantern slides. He 
shall also proceed to gather facts through 
surveys and investigations. 

8. The temporary secretary shall arrange 
for at least three demonstrations in three 
cities to be chosen later by the Campaign 
Committee. By means of exhibits and ad- 
dresses the facts calculated to interest those 
present in the whole cause of Christian 
education shall be presented and such fol- 
low-up methods adopted as shall seem de- 
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sirable for the purpose of spreading inter- 
terest and information. 

With reference to the expenses and gen- 
eral management of the interdenomination- 
al campaign, the Campaign Committee rec- 
ommends to the Council as follows: 

1. That the budget, as reported by the 
Executive Committee and prorated among 
the churches, be approved except that the 
amount apportioned to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church be corrected to read $1,500, 
and that it be understood that this amount 
be paid by allowing the Council to have one- 
half of the time of Dr. George Franklin 
Ream for the year 1916. 

2. That the Campaign Committee be di- 
rected to ask the new members of the Coun- 
cil to supplement the budget by contribut- 
ing such sums as shall be requested by the 
Campaign Committee in amounts propor- 
tionate to the size of the denominations and 
their interests. 

3. That the Campaign Committee be 
authorized to proceed at once with the cam- 
paign, but that it be directed not to incur 
expense in excess of the amount actually 
pledged by the constituent boards. 

4. That the Campaign Committee be 
charged with the duty of securing, if pos- 
sible, from individual gifts or other outside 
sources, pledges which shall guarantee an 
income of $10,000 a year for four more 
years in order that a permanent secretary 
may be secured. 

5. That the Methodist Episcopal Board 
be requested to allow Dr. Ream office room 
until such a time as another office may be 
secured. 

6. That all details of office manage- 
ment, such as rent, stenographic, and other 
help, the amount to be expended in arrang- 
ing and conducting demonstrations, etc., be 
left to the executive committee of the Cam- 
paign Committee, who alone shall have pow- 
er to authorize expenditures. 

7. That the funds of the Campaign Com- 
mittee be handled by the Treasurer of the 
Council, but as a separate account, distinct 
from the miscellaneous expenses of the 
Council, and that bills shall be paid only 
when QO. K.’d by the campaign secretary 
and after the expenditures have been auth- 
orized by the executive committee of the 
Campaign Committee. 

8. The executive committee of the Cam- 
paign Committee shall consist of Drs. 
Thomas Nicholson, E. . Thompson, 
Joseph W. Cochran, Frank M. Sheldon, and 
Frank W. Padelford. 


ELON COLLEGE 


THE CLIOS CELEBRATE—WILSON’S PREPARED- 
EDNESS PROGRAM HOTLY CONTESTED 


Washington’s Birthday was featured 
here by a splendid debate by four young 
men, representing the Clio Literary Society 
in their twenty-sixth annual celebration. 
The question for discussion was with ref- 
erence to the Preparedness Program of the 
Wilson administration. 


The affirmative favoring the program 
was presented by Charles N. Whitelock, of 
Huntington, Indiana, in the opening speech. 
Mr. Whitelock began by saying that the de- 
fenses of the country had been neglected 
for two reasons: The high cost of living 
and the “peace at any price” sentiment. He 
argued as reasons necessitating Wilson’s 
program, first, that war is possible; sec- 
ond, that the United States must not de- 
part from its time-honored custom of keep- 
ing out of European politics and alliances 
and so must be prepared to defend herself 
single handed and alone; third, that our 
present equipment is not adequate for the 
purposes of national defense. 

Mr. W. E. Marley, Ramseur, N. C., open- 
ed the debate for the negative. He saw 
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no reason why the Wilson Preparedness 
Program should be enacted into a definite 
policy by the Congress of the United States. 
He denied that there was any probability 
of war with any nation. He objected to 
the program also on the ground that it 
would make an entire change in the policy 
of our government and necessitate unbear- 
able taxes. He felt that the money that would 
be necessary to make effective this gigantic 
undertaking could be spent to far better ad- 
vantages, which in itself would be a chal- 
lenge to other nations to whip us if they 
could. 

Mr. Zeb Vance Young, Youngsville, N. 
C., took up the gauntlet for the 
affirmative and after reviewing the 
arguments presented by his colleague, 
discussed the Wilson program in de- 
tail with reference to the army, navy, 
and the citizens’ soldiery. He showed just 
what part each of these three branches of 
the proposed Preparedness Program would 
be expected to have in the case of a conflict 
with another nation. Mr. Young continued 
his argument by undertaking to prove that 
differences between governments unadjust- 
able either by diplomacy or arbitration 


* would continually arise and that the only 


sensible thing for the people who love lib- 
erty to do is to prepare to preserve their 
liberty. 

Mr. E. H. Rainey, Gasburg, Va., closed 
the argument of the negative, claiming that 
the Wilson program is unAmerican and un- 
necessary. He set great store by Congress- 
man Kitchen’s recent estimate that our 
present defenses are already adequate for 
any conflict that may threaten us. Mr. 
Rainey was also of the opinion that arbitra- 
tion is better than war and besides has to 
be resorted to in making the terms of peace, 
even after war. He concluded by picturing 
the splendid opportunity the United States 
now has as a peacemaker of the nations 
and hoped that our people would not be 
misled by the jingoes and the militaristic 
vociferators into throwing away such a 
priceless opportunity of doing service to 
mankind. 

The rebuttal speeches were, as usual, full 
of spice and ginger and were interrupted 
by frequent bursts of applause on the part 
of the audience. 

The negative won the decision. The 
judges were Prof. W. W. Rankin, of the 
University of North Carolina; Dr. A. B. 
Kendall, Burlington, and Prof. Oscar Ran- 
dolph, of the college faculty. 

Preceding the debate two orations were 
delivered, one by Mr. Elwood N. Pearce, 
of Franklin County, N. C., who spoke on 
Determination as the dynamic force which 
has made history possible. The other ora- 
tion was given by Mr. Irvin C. Wilkins, 
Suffolk, Va., his subject being The Educa- 
tion That Counts, in which he took issue 
with some of the present tendencies of vo- 
cational and materialistic education. 

The orator’s medal was awarded to Mr. 
W. E. Marley. X. 


Roger M. White, Waverly, Va., was the 
winner in the annual Peace Contest here 
on February 21. Mr. White’s subject was, 
América’s Supreme Opportunity. He un- 
dertook to show in his oration that the pres- 
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ent world crisis had given America the su- 
premest opportunity ever offered a great 
nation to put into practice the angel song: 
“Peace on earth, Good-will to men.” 

The other speakers in the contest were 
O. P. Fitzgerald, Whitsett, N. C., who spoke 
on Peace, the Password of America; J. Lay- 
mond Crumpton, Roxboro, N. C., who urged 
the organization of a congress and high 
court of nations; W. C. King, Seagrove, N. 
C., whose theme was Arbitration, National 
Honor, and Peace. 

H. Jennings Fleming, of Greensboro, N. 
C., pictured the Brutality of War and 
Walter O’B. Motley, Burlington, N. C., dis- 
cussed The Call for Peace. 

At the conclusion of the orations Mr. 
White was presented with a gold medal and 
commissioned to represent Elon College in 
the intercollegiate contest to be held in 
Durham. Mr. J. Laymond Crumpton, Rox- 
boro, N. C., was adjudged by the Decision 
Committee to be the next best orator of the 
occasion and he will speak in Mr. White’s 
place at Durham, if he should be providen- 
tially hindered from meeting his obligation 
at that time. X. 


DR. MARTYN SUMMBERBELL LEC- 
TURES AT DEFIANCE COLLEGE 

The annual lecture course of Dr. Martyn 
Summerbell has become one of the most in- 
valuable of special opportunities offered at 
Defiance. Not only faculty and students, 
but a number of the ministers of the city 
and other citizens hear them with great 
pleasure and profit. Dr. Summerbell’s 
broad scholarship and his continuous habit 
of thorough and discriminating study, as 
well as his ripe experience in touch with 
men and affairs, render him an authority 
on his subject. The literary finish of his 
productions minister to the aesthetic na- 
ture, while their intellectual and spiritual 
tone stimulate thought and feed the soul. 


The recent course, four lectures on 
“Manhood of the American Type,” were of 
special interest and value. They gave a 
vivid and beautiful picture of early Amer- 
ican life, emphasizing the stern conditions 
and peculiar qualities developed and which 
made possible the present clearly defined 
type of American manhood. The lectures 
were optimistic and inspiring. No one 
could hear thoughtfully and not have a 
higher appreciation of his country and peo- 
ple. We attempt no synopsis of the course. 
They will soon be in book form, and we 
trust the readers of THE HERALD will find 
delight and profit in their perusal. 

Dr. Summerbell boldly claims that the 
average American represents the highest 
type of manhood on earth; that in alertness 
of mind, in practicability, in evenness of 
disposition, in courage, chivalry, honesty, 
and generosity, he has no equal. In con- 
cluding the last lecture Dr. Summerbell de- 
clared he did not stand alone in his estimate 
of American manhood, and quoted from the 
distinguished Polish writer, Henri Sienkie- 
wicz, who says: “It seems that the prin- 
ciples of Christian love and brotherhood, 
banished from Europe, had to cross the 
ocean in search of refuge, and that they 
found refuge in the heart of the American 
citizen....... Their generosity has saved 
thousands of unfortunates from starvation, 
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but the task of America is not yet accom- 
plished. With God’s help she will in the 
following years become the conscience of 
the world, and propagate the ideas of jus- 
tice.” 

A part of the fixed program of Dr. Sum- 
merbell’s mid-winter visits is a dinner given 
in his honor to the ministers of the city by 
President McReynolds. The pastors of De- 
fiance appreciate the high ideals of the 
college and are its friends and patrons, de- 
claring that the cause for which the college 
and churches stand is one. The dinner 
this year was a model in its elegance and 
simplicity. A three course menu was served 
by the domestic science department and left 
nothing to be desired. Eighteen ministers 
were present. Rev. C. E. Shields spoke in 
behalf of the ministers, expressing his high 
appreciation of the college and Dr. Sum- 
merbell’s lectures and pleasant association. 
Dr. Summerbell responded giving a brief 
resume of his delightful relation to minis- 
terial association throughout his ministry 
and emphasized his special pleasure in as- 
sociation with the ministers of Defiance.

A FAR-SIGHTED POLICY 


No wiser movement has been made in 
the Christian denomination in the present 
decade than the transfer of the Christian 
Biblical Institute to Defiance, Ohio. It was 
a far-sighted policy and reflects the wisdom 
of that loyal Board of Trustees.

They placed it in the strongest center of 
the denomination and associated it with De- 
fiance College, which has become the strong- 
est institution the church has ever had. In 
placing it under the care of President P. W. 
McReynolds they committed it to the great- 
est administrator the Christian Church has 
produced. The result of all this has been 


PROGRESS. 


On May 2, 1906, the treasurer reported 
an endowment of $73,705.49. His latest re- 
port showed an endowment of $85,938.45. 
At that time there were two frame build- 
ings which, with the grounds, were valued 
at $16,000. To-day it owns Weston Hall, a 
modern structure of brick and stone, 100x 
115 feet, three stories, costing about $52,- 
000, and is the most imposing building on 
the campus of Defiance College. At the 
time of removal it had nine students, all of 
whom were taking preparatory work along 
with their theological studies. It now has 
thirty-two students preparing for the min- 
istry or some special line of Christian serv- 
ice, and a larger number taking one or 
more religious subjects. 

CANNOT STAND ALONE 


Nearly all of our theological students are 
undergraduates and some not of college 
rank. Academic and collegiate preparation 
is essential to the pursuit of their theolog- 
ical studies. To furnish this by The Chris- 
tian Biblical Institute would require three 
times its present endowment, but by its as- 
sociation with Defiance College, it is fur- 
nished without additional cost. 


IN LINE WITH MODERN MOVEMENT 


The old idea of the minister and ministe- 
rial training has passed away. He is no 
longer regarded a priest, or recluse, to be 
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trained for his life work with a few dozen 
of his kind and separate from the men 
among whom he is to labor. Denominations 
are experiencing difficulty in holding their 
young men to their isolated theological 
schools. They are seeking certain larger 
universities where, along with equal semi- 
nary advantages they combine that of uni- 
versity studies and a cosmopolitan student 
life. Andover Theological Seminary has 
been associated with Harvard University 
and the Congregational Seminary and other 
theological schools with the University of 
Chicago. There is cooperation between 
Princeton Theological Seminary and Priince- 
ton University, while the success and popu- 
larity of Oberlin Seminary have been large- 
ly due to its association with Oberlin Col- 
lege.

DEFIANCE COLLEGE RELIGIOUS 
ASSOCIATION 


Another Rare Treat 
DEFIANCE, OHIO, Feb. 25, 1916. 
The Religious Association of Defiance 
College had, February 16, another opportu- 
nity to listen to a splendid address, deliver- 


ed in the Association room by the able Dr. , 


Summerbell. Few lectures that have been 
given to the Association have been of great- 
er importance. 

His subject was, The Value of a Complete 
Seminary Education. He said in part: 
“The early minister was of an unimpeach- 
able character, and was the best educated 
of any class. He was highly respected. The 
minister used to be reverenced for the place 
he held with a real reverence. To-day it is 
different. The minister seems to be held 
in contempt. He is poorly paid. He is 
not honored as he used to be and as he 
ought to be. His way is no longer made for 
him, 

“Some ministers little respect the office 
they hold. They have placed a small esti- 
mate upon it. The physician finds it neces- 
sary to have a college training and four 
years of special work in a medical school, 
before he is fitted for his task. What 
about the minister? Some ministers of to- 
day think a gift of gab and lots of cheek 
are all that are necessary to fit them for 
their task. The king of a nation is not so 
great as the minister who stands before 
a little flock and preaches the gospel. This 
is the humblest, but noblest of callings. 
Ability and moral character count. 

“In history, those who accomplished 
something were those who felt the call of 
God, and considered that sufficient to devote 
all to Him. The disciples, though unedu- 
cated fishermen, heard God’s call, went out 
and influenced the world for Christ. God 
called one, a thirteenth, outside the disciple 
college. Upon this man Christ laid the sav- 
ing of the world. This man was much edu- 
cated and trained in the Scriptures. Also 
in the civil law. We see him lecturing to 
the Greeks. So fitted was this man that he 
could stand in any place unabashed. 

“As electricity seeks the best conductor, 
so the Holy Spirit will seek the best agent 
for His work. Moses was trained in all 
the knowledge of Egypt. The priests of the 
temples of Memphis held some great truths. 
Moses was trained in all the arts of govern- 
ment. Aaron was untrained. He was a 
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man of the people. He broke down during 
the absence of Moses, and the result was 
the golden calf. Be a power. Better be 
as the water in a flood, than that in the 
stagnant pool, giving off poison. 

“In the Reformation the leaders were 
thoroughly trained men. Because of the 
magnitude of the work to which the minis- 
ter is called, he cannot be too well pre- 
pared. 

“He must have an honest self-respect, in 
order that he may expect it of others. He 
must have something to impart to others. 

“The ignorant furnish fuel for the fire 
of frivolity or something new. Mormonism 
spreads most among the ignorant. 

“In 1842-43 and 1857, when it was pre- 
dicted that the world was coming to an end, 
if our men had been trained men, familiar 
with the history of the Church, the Bible, 
etc., we would have been saved, and to-day 
might be fifty times greater in numbers. 

“The Holy Rollers come into your com- 
munity. How are you going to meet them? 
You can’t, unless you are trained and put 
on your safeguard. 

“It is much needed for efficiency. Thor- 
ough training will save the minister many 
mistakes and embarrassments. He owes it 
to himself, to the people, and to God. Thus 
he will be able to touch souls. 

“Many who are wandering around in the 
ministry are preaching socialism, etc., in- 
stead of the pure gospel.”

EDUCATION FOR WORLD-LIVING 
BY HENRY CHURCHILL KING, 
President of Oberlin College 


At least, education should give us the 
thoughtful man, in the widest sense of that 
term. World-living needs the thoughtful 
man. First as thinking—thinking enough 
to know ourselves, our tasks, the means we 
are using, and the ends we seek; thinking 
enough to see what civilization, democracy, 
education, religion, mean—enough to feel 
and to purpose them whole-heartedly, to 
their last inference, and without self-con- 
tradiction. The present war is a demonstra- 
tration of need at every one of these points. 

In a similar way, education for world- 
living demands the thoughtful man as dis- 
cerning and obeying the laws of life, as 
having inner integrity, as seeing things in 
proportion, as considerate, as entering into 
the great intellectual and spiritual achieve- 
ments of the race—coming that is, into per- 
sonal sharing in the scientific spirit, the 
historical spirit, the philosophic mind, 
aesthetic appreciation, the social conscious- 
mess and religious discernment and com- 
mitment. We have talked about these 
things. We have not insisted that educa- 
tion means personal sharing in them. The 
present world-situation shows failure at all 
these points. Our education and our relig- 
ion show themselves to be inconsistent, pro- 
vincial, self-contradictory, and _self-con- 
demned in all these respects. It is not that 
the true ideals of science and Christianity 
are insufficient. It is, that we have never 
thoroughly applied them, that we have lack- 
ed that utter inner integrity, without which 
the highest can nowhere be achieved. Edu- 
cation for world-living must give us the 
radically thoughtful man.

AROOSTOOK CHRISTIAN QUARTERLY MEETING

There have been many fires in the past 
few years that have destroyed much prop- 
erty in Washburn.

STEAMING TO PANAMA 


We expect to reach the port of Colon this 
afternoon, February 7, five days out from 
New Orleans. It was cold when we left, 
and cold for a day afterward, but since 
then life on ship’s deck has been comfort- 
able. At the beginning of the European 
war our ship sailed under the British flag, 
and on one occasion was in imminent 
danger. A German raider was in these 
waters hunting for British craft, and took 
aboard coal not more than twenty miles 
from where we were at supper time last 
night. Our ship was bound north, and 
with every light out, slipped past the raider 
in the night. 

We have a very interesting lot of pas- 
sengers, the majority of them being mis- 
sionary people bound for the Panama Con- 
gress. There are among the number: 
Bishop McConnell, Methodist; Dr. Goucher, 
of the Woman’s College, Baltimore; Presi- 
dent King, of Oberlin; Dr. Abrahamson, 
Seandinavian Lutheran; S. Earl Taylor, 
Methodist; F. P. Haggard, Baptist; H. S. 
Myers, Free Baptist; H. W. Hicks, Congre- 
gational; Dr. Fox, of the American Bible 
Society; our own W. F. Jordan, of the Bible 
Society; and our own J. H. Warner, of the 
International Y. M. C. A., Brazil; Miss 
Temple, Methodist, who heroically stood by 
her mission school in Mexico, when it was 
recently in great danger; and there are 
others deserving of mention here, whose 
names must be omitted. 

A group of Mexican pastors is also note- 
worthy, and some returning South Ameri- 
can delegates to the Pan-American Con- 
gress recently held in Washington. 

Perhaps the most distinguished passenger 
is General Marquis, deliverer of his coun- 
try, from Argentina, a most courtly, af- 
fable gentleman. Dr. Ambrosetti, another 
Argentinian of distinction, is here with his 
most charming family. 
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Friday we were most of us in normal con- 
dition, and in the evening President King 
lectured on The Fine Art of Living. Sat- 
urday evening S. Earl Taylor showed us 
beautiful stereopticon views of South 
America. Yesierday Bishop McConnell 
held divine service. 

Many of the missionary folks close the 
day by meeting in little prayer groups, hav- 
ing most refreshing times. Great hopes are 
pinned upon the Panama Congress. Let us 
pray that they may be realized.

“NEW LIGHTS”—NO SUCH PEOPLE 


It seems some people have so little to do 
that they actually find time to misrepresent 
other people.

The 
Christian Church has never acknowledged 
any name except CHRISTIAN. Bro. A. J. 
Coleman, Willow Hill, Ill., says a man of 
the M. B. Church has been misrepre- 
senting the Christian Church in that com- 
munity. Some one in that community cor- 
rected the M. B. brother through The Wil- 
low Hill Echo of February 16, as follows: 

Rev. D. H. Clements at the M. B. church last Sat- 
urday night, speaking of the different religious denom- 
inations, said the New Lights were organized in the 
year 1830 and had never published their church his- 
tory. If there is any denomination of that name we 
do not know of it, as we have the history of the 
religious denominations, but it does not give the name 
New Light, neither does Webster. If he was referring 
to the Christian denomination we would advise him 
to investigate a little bit before repeating his sayings, 
as the Christians published the first religious news- 
paper in the world, established September 1, 1808, 
and are still publishing it to-day. They have published 
a church history at the last quadrennial convention. 
Their denominational membership represented 113,887 


souls. Last year their actual foreign mission offerings 
were $19,668.34, 


They have 1,162 church buildings and 199 parson- 
ages at home valued at $3,700,698. In Japan and 
Porto Rico they have church property valued at 
$35,000. They surely are good people doing a good 
work with the good Book, the Bible, as their guide 
and their only rule of faith and practice. We love 
and admire the man who stands behind the sacred 
desk and preaches the truth in its purity and works 
for the betterment of mankind and the conversions 
of souls. We believe it is the duty of all Christian 
people (no matter to what church they belong) to 
attend as much as they can all of the special revival 
efforts at the different churches and do their best to 
make that meeting a success. Read Ps. 133:1; Eph.

PANAMA 


In these days’ when large vessels are un- 
able to pass through the canal, passengers 
and freight must be discharged at Colon 
or Panama. The Cortago came into Colon 
harbor Monday afternoon. The quarantine 
officers and customs inspectors made short 
work with us; and, since the train to Pan- 
ama had gone and left most of us, we went 
to Hotel Washington, a splendid new hostel- 
ry right on the shore overlooking the har- 
bor and Caribbean Sea. Delightful breezes 
fan the hotel and its inmates; there is sea 
bathing at the door, and my slumbers were 
to an accompaniment of gentle waves 
breaking against the sea-wall. This is in 
old Colon, for the new city is farther south, 


where the great docks are, and is called 
Cristobal. (I heard some Americans crit- 
icising the spelling of that word because the 
“h” had been left out!) 

The next day sixteen of us began our 
journey across the Isthmus by a launch ride 
to Gatun, with a naval officer for guide. 
We started from Colon, skirted Cristobal, 
past the steamship docks and the big new 
coal dock, into the French canal, where 
rusting dismantled machinery lies partly 
submerged, a melancholy reminder of De 
Lesseps and his project. The French chan- 
nel is much too narrow for huge modern 
vessels. 

In sight of Gatun Locks we entered the 
new canal, a wide straight cut to the sea. 
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As if our tiny launch had been a great 
ocean liner, it was run through the locks, 
and we finally disembarked at Gatun. By 
permission, we climbed up in the control 
station, and saw how, as easily as you turn 
on your electric light, the operator turns on 
the current that swings the big gates and 
opens the sluices that flood the lock at the 
rate of a foot in ten seconds. A lighthouse, 
visible at sea, the huge Gatun dam and 
power-house, and the town of Gatun, all 
are near the locks. I was much interested 
in the Y. M. C. A., which has a nice build- 
ing centrally located, near the soldiers’ 
quarters. 

The train ride from here is first around 
and across Gatun Lake, the lake formed by 
waters set back by the huge dam. Miles 
and miles of dead forest stand submerged 
in the water. Strangely enough, orchids 
are thriving on the dead tree trunks. 

From here the railroad makes a consider- 
able climb across the mountains. We see 
Culebra Cut and the big slide; Mira Flores 
locks, through which ships are let down to 
the Pacific; Uncle Sam’s big mule stables, 
suggestion as to what sanitary stables 
ought to be; Balboa Heights, and the hand- 
some Canal Zone administration building; 
Ancon, the new American port of Panama 
City, and finally Panama City itself. Hotel 
Tivoli, where the Congress on Christian 
Work in Latin-America will be held, is in 
Ancon, or an eminence overlooking the city 
and the Pacific Ocean. All that we have 
viewed in this trip must have for setting 
a tropical sky and tropical vegetation. 

Several board secretaries are here now, 
and more will get in to-day. Dr. Mott has 
been here several days, and last Sunday, 
according to the paper, addressed a great 
audience out of doors. Three hundred dele- 
gates are expected, and perhaps half of 
them have arrived. Every train brings 
more. To-morrow the Congress opens.

DEACON FREDERICK YOUNG—AN 
APPRECIATION 


Recently there appeared in these columns 
an announcement of the death of Deacon 
Frederick Young, of the Wakarusa (Ind.) 
Christian church. His death is a great loss 
to the church and the community, to say 
nothing of his own family. 

Frederick Young was born 
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in Runzen- 
heim, Germany, March 8, 1832, and depart- 
ed this life January 21, 1916. He was, 
therefore, nearing the eighty-fourth mile- 
stone in the journey of the earthly life. 

He came to America with his parents at 
the age of eight years. Soon after their 
arrival in this country the mother died, 
leaving four little boys, all of whom were 
given homes among strangers. Frederick 
was given a home with a French Catholic 
family, with whom he lived till he was four- 
teen, when he began to make his own way 
in the world. 

While he was compelled to worship in 
a Catholic church, he never espoused the 
Catholic faith. f his relatives were 
Lutherans. This no doubt did much to keep 
him out of Romanism. In early life he 
learned the shoemaker’s trade, and at one 
time was foreman for over twenty men in 
Canal Fulton, Ohio, when boots and shoes 
were made by hand. 

He was married to Eliza Ann Miller, in 
Mahoning County, Ohio, in 1853. They 
traveled life’s journey together for sixty 


years. Mrs. Young died very suddenly just 
a week after they had celebrated their 
sixtieth wedding anniversary. In their 


early married life they moved to Indiana. 
During the last thirty-five years of his life 
he resided in Wakarusa, Ind., where he and 
Mrs. Young united with the Christian 
church February 6, 1878, under the preach- 
ing of Elder Tuck. 

It has been said by one who knew him 
well that whatever evil there may have been 
in his life was thoroughly purged from his 
soul in his conversion, and for over thirty 
years he served the Wakarusa church as 
deacon. He loved his church and was de- 





voted to its every interest. From the very 
beginning of his Christian life and experi- 
ence he became active in Sunday-school 
work, and when the Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety was organized there some twenty-five 
or more years ago, he became an active 
member and was always considered an 
efficient helper and adviser by the young 
people. In the last years of his earthly 
life he became very feeble physically, espe- 
cially in his lower limbs, but in spite of this 
weakness he persisted in attending all the 
services of the church, ‘at times being led, 
or helped, as the need might be, by some of 
the younger deacons of the church. 

It may be safely said that Frederick 
Young was truly a pillar of the church.

While his early educational advantages 
were limited, he obtained for himself a 
fairly good education. He spoke fluently 
German, French, and English. His father 
died at the age of seventy-seven years. Two 
of his brothers are still living: Philip 
Young, Newville, Ohio, who is now eighty 
years old, and Michael Young, Cavalier, 
North Dakota, who is now eighty-two years 
of age. His posterity now surviving are 
two sons, three daughters, thirty-four 
grandchildren, and thirty-five great-grand- 
children. One of his sons, Rev. W. J. 
Young, is well known among the people of 
the Christian Church as pastor at Piqua, 
Ohio, but soon to go to Lima, Ohio, as 
pastor there. B. 


FROM AN ACTOR ON THE STAGE TO A 
PREACHER IN THE PULPIT 

Rev. Robert L. Downing, for many years 
2 prominent actor on the American stage 
with Mary Anderson and Joseph Jefferson, 
vas converted a few years ago, and turn- 
ing from the stage, he turned to the pulpit. 
lor some time he did evangelistic work, 
but less than a year ago he entered the 
Delmarvia Christian Conference and has 
become an active pastor, in charge of the 
Christian church at Portmouth, R. I., where 
we understand 
given to the new preacher by the people of 
that community. Thinking a little sketch 
of his life would not only be of interest to 
our people, but serve as an introduction to 
our people among whom he is proposing to 
spend his life as a minister of the gospel, we 
submit the following, prepared by the hand 
of another: 

But it was with “Bob Downing” as it is 
with every other man—worldly success 
could not satisfy the longing of the soul, 
and the applause of the multitude could not 


drown the voice of conscience, and he began 
to feel as Augustine felt when he addressed 





many encouragements are, 
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his Creator, saying: “Thou hast made me 
Thyself, and unquiet is the soul until it 
rests with Thee.” There was a tug at his 
heart whenever he would listen to it; God’s 
voice was sounding in the deep recesses of 
his soul, calling him to higher things. 

Finally, on March 3, 1908, while at the 
height of his fame, he attended a meeting 
at Washington, at the Rhode Island Meth- 
odist Protestant church, conducted by the 
pastor, Dr. J. M. Gill, and the evangelist, 
B. F. Campbell. He made the surrender to 
God, and, turning his back upon his profes- 
sion, in which he achieved worldly fame, be- 
came a preacher of the glorious gospel of 
the one who had redeemed him. Naturally, 
it meant a tremendous sacrifice upon his 
part, but he felt it his duty to sever his 
ties with the old life and give up the unreal 
for the real; the fleeting for the permanent, 
and he realized that the true measure of 
life could not be determined by dollars and 
cents or outward show of success. 

HIS RECORD AS AN EVANGELIST 

He has been telling the story of his con- 
version now for nearly five years, which he 
says have been the happiest years of his 
life. Mr. Downing’s home is in Washington, 
D. C., and he is not only an evangelist, but 
also does Chautauqua work. 

Those who attended his meetings were 
more than pleased this week, and larger 
crowds will, in all probability, attend next 
week. 

He preaches the gospel in a plain but 
straightforward and convincing manner. 
His message is listened to with earnestness; 
the hearts of Christians glow with a desire 
for greater service, and sinners are con- 
victed and converted. He seldom allows 
himself to become histronic, but, when he 
does, he shows himself to be a master of 
the actor’s art. He does not belong to the 
class that wins applause from some quar- 
ters by severe strictures upon the regular 
ministry, but is a genuine pastor’s helper, 
and, while denouncing sin, he shows sympa- 
thy for the sinner. 

He is companionable in the social circle, 
possessing a rich fund of personal anec- 
dotes, and, while never monopolistic in con- 
versation, is always ready with his part of 
the entertaining.

The Lord’s Supper 
was observed after the Sunday morning 
service. Bros. Francis, Loucks, Putnam, 
Gaige, and Gove were heard in sermons or 
addresses.

The Woman’s Board 
sent $5.00 to the Conference Board for the 
Sendai work and $10.00 for their work in 
Wyoming. A total of $35.00 for work out- 
side their’own borders and this was not a 
phenomenal session. Quarter after quarter 
they make similar appropriations for benev- 
olent purposes. There are many annual 
conferences which are put to shame by this 
body. It goes almost without saying that 
the church reports showed satisfactory work 
during the quarter. 

In view of the fact that the annual confer- 
ence will be held at Hartwick about June 
first it was deemed wise to omit the May 
session of the quarterly. From Portland- 
ville I went to West Laurens to look over 
the church property. The question of future 
work at this point will be submitted to the 
annual conference. I shall be glad to hear 
from any interested parties.
